The harnessing of 
the world’s most famous cataract is 
the classic example of the marvels 
wrought by hydroelectric engineering. 
The doings at Muscle Shoals have 
lately become almost equally familiar. 
Then there is the mile-long barrier 
flung across the Mississippi at Keo- 
kuk, so often pictured in books and 
articles describing American water- 
power developments. These and simi- 
lar undertakings have crystallized 
most people’s ideas about the way in 
which the power inherent in falling 
water is utilized nowadays for the 
benefit of mankind. 

“In all these cases the engineers 
had merely to put harness upon 
rivers of great volume and fairly 
steady flow. At Niagara it was not 
even necessary to build a dam. Nature 
provided swift streams of water and 
man turned them to account, much 
as he had done generations before in 
the thousands of old-fashioned mills 
that once ground the American farm- 
er’s corn and sawed the logs from 
the still unsquandered forests.

“Though great power projects, 


usually combined with irrigation prof 
jects, are widely scattered over thef 
West, the state of California leads inf .. 


these undertakings. This state is now 
producing more hydroelectric power 
than any other state in the Union, 
The largest power project under way 
in California is the Big Creek project 
of the Southern California Edison 
Company. The first power house of 
this system began supplying power to 
Los Angeles, 240 miles distant, as 
far back as 1912. 


The Big Creek project in its en-— 


tirety necessitates the drilling of 
eighty-six miles of tunnel. The com- 
pany is building a chain of power 
houses to use the water in successive 
stages of its descent along the valleys 
of Big Creek and the San Joaquin 
River. When all are in operation they 
will generate 1,400,000 horse power.of 
electrical energy. The meaning of this 
figure can perhaps best be conveyed 
by stating that it represents the total 
power needs of about 5,500,000 people. 
The combined capacity of all the 
hydroelectric plants in the United 
States in 1924 was a little more than 
9,000,000 horse power. Four of the 
Big Creek power houses are already 
at work, including one known as the 
‘Electric Giant of the West,’ with a 
capacity of 105,000 horse power. 

“While the surveys are in progress 
trained hydrographers are at work 
gauging the streams at various points 
over the project. Some of them must 
spend the year round at lonely places 
in the snow country. 

“At present fuel oil shares with 
running water the task of turning 
the wheels of electric power plants 
in the Far West. Some day the ail 
wells will go dry but the supply 
‘white coal’ wil] last forever. 
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The ruling queen of the glorious 


' Metropolitan of old passed away on 


| September 18, 1952, in Venice, where 
she was vacationing with her hus- 
‘band, Ray Vir Den. She died of a 
cerebral hemorrhage—probably the 
only thing capable of terminating the 
life of this 67-year young, vital but 
over-emotional woman. 

My association with this great 


'singer of the times when singing was 


considered an art and treated as such, 
will always remain one of my fondest 
memories. It started a little over a 
year ago, when [ asked her for her 
cooperation in preparing her biogra- 
phy and discography. She gave it 


‘readily and wholeheartedly, and the 


resulting work appeared in the Eng- 
lsh RECORD COLLECTOR of Oct- 
ober, 1951. 

Recently I was planning on writing 
Alda up again, this time for HOB- 
BIES. In fact I was going to ask her 
whether she would allow me to reveal 
some of the “inside” stuff she told me 
but didn’t want made public. Now 
that she is gone, all I can do is to 
give her story the way she liked it, 
except for a few minor changes made 
necessary by the lapse of time and 
her passing. 


As I neared Alda’s sumptuous 
“Casa Mia,” I felt worried. One does 
not meet artists of Alda’s calibre 
every day and besides, her “prima 
donna” reputation did not help to 
inspire me with any confidence. But 
come what may, I was determined to 
get the help and blessings of this 
great soprano who had always been 
one of my particular favorites, for 
this slight appreciation of her 
magnificent voice and art. 

The car stopped at the end of the 
long private lane, and as 1] got out I 
heard a deep chest voice calling 
“Come in please,” through the screen 
door. In a few moments I was seated, 
tather uneasily, before one of the 
truly great exponents of the fabulous 
Marchesi school of singing. To break 
the ice came the impish, white-haired, 
flap-eared, black-eyed little Mimi and 
immediately began tugging at a tur- 
quoise elephant charm on my bracelet. 
The cuddly little dog will never know 
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how thankful I was for its friendli- 
ness which set me at ease. 

While Alda was examining her disc- 
ography I looked out of the beautiful 
large picture window.

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even brusqueness did not succeed too 
well in hiding a warm, impulsive, 
friendly nature. My impression was 
confirmed by her chauffeur William, 
who told me on the way back in what 
affection she was held by her people. 

Frances Alda showed me around 
her house, which is nested between 
the bay and the country. And what a 
house! Twenty-four rooms, those oc- 
cupied by the diva completely fur- 
nished with antiques and veritable 
little museums, especially her studio 
with its innumerable letters and pho- 
tographs from the greatest among 
singers, composers, people connected 
with the stage, statesmen and just 
society folks. 

We sat in front of the television 
for there was a baseball game on and 
Alda was an ardent baseball fan! 
Yes, I was surprised too. “I’m crazy 
about baseball,” she asserted, and 
noticing my lukewarm reaction asked 
disappointedly: “Why, don’t you like 
it?” She even kept a spare television 
set in her queenly air-conditioned, 
pine-scented bedroom so as not to miss 
any of the games while she was rest- 
ing. Her enthusiasm was so genuine 
and contagious that by the time I 
went to visit her again—during the 
World Series—I myself was a baseball 
fan, cheering her favorites, the 
Giants. 

Frances Alda was born on May 31, 
1885, at Christ church, New Zealand, 
of a British father and Uruguaian- 
born mother, and was. christened 
Frances Jeanne. Davies was the 
family name. Her mother died when 
she was four so she and her brother 
Alby were brought up in St. Kilda, 
Australia, by their maternal grand- 
parents—a French grandmother of 
noble birth and an Austrian grand- 
father who had been a violinist at 
the Court of Bavaria. They, once, had 
organized an Italian opera company 
with which they toured the world, 
and during these travels thirteen 
children were born to them, of which 
one was Leonora, Alda’s mother, and 
another her famous aunt, Frances 
Saville. 

Little Frances’ childhood was spent 
in a loving, cultured atmosphere. She 
learned the piano and the violin, and 
as a precocious actress emoted be- 
fore the boys from two nearby schools, 
any of whom she could beat at swim- 
ming, tennis and other sports and to 
a good many of whom she was en- 
gaged at the tender age of ten. When 
twelve, she was sent to a boarding 
school and remained there until she 
was sixteen, when her grandmother 
died. 

Within a short time she got an en- 
gagement with the Williamson and 
Musgrove Light Opera Company to 
sing in the Mikado, The Gondoliers 
and Jolanthe. This was without hav- 
ing studied singing. In less than a 
year she was a recognized prima 
donna with scores of swains courting 
her. 

On her eighteenth birthday she 
came into her half of ten thousand 
pounds left by her mother to her and 
her brother, and the two decided to go 
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heretofore unpublished information on markings,

First Class Work at Relatively Low Prices 
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to Great Britain—one to Edinburgh, 
to complete his medical studies, and 
the other to the Gaiety Theatre in 
London. The manager of the Gaiety 
heard Alda politely, took her name 
and address and promised to call her 
at the first opportunity—the custom- 
ary brush-off. In her disappointment 
she went to see the idol of her adoles- 
cent days, Cora Brown-Potter, whom 
she had met when the latter was tour- 
ing Australia. The great actress was 
kindness itself. She invited Alda to 
one of her famous parties at her 
Maidenhead country house, made her 
a house guest and took her to the 
Dery, where she presented her to 
Edward VII and Queen Alexandra. 
The King asked Alda to sing at a 
regimental benefit and after the per- 
formance rewarded her with an oval, 
silver box—one of Alda’s cherished 
possessions. At Marienbad, two years 
lates, Edward VII saw Alda again 
and decided to teach her golf. “Try 
it,” he commanded, handing her his 
club. She obeyed, hit the ball and 
with it a sizeable piece of turf, and 
snapped the nibiick. “Damn it to 
hell!” she exclaimed, forgetting the 
Royal presence, much to the Sover- 
eign’s amusement. 


The work Alda’s brother had done 
at the University of Australia was 
not recognized at St. Andrew’s, so 
the two put their remaining capital 
together and headed for Paris. On 
the train they happened to run into 
Massager, the conductor at the Opera 
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Comique, Alda had met him before 
and this time Massager insisted that 
she seek the advice of Mathilde Mar- 
chesi to which she agreed. 

For the try-out Alda sang the 
“Song of Thanksgiving.” Maman 
Marchesi heard her through without 
comment but then opened the door of 
the salon and called out to her hus- 
band: “Salvatore, viens. J’ai trouve 
la nouvelle Melba.” From that mo- 
ment and for the next ten months 
she was under the complete charge of 
the celebrated teacher, who promptly 
gave her a new name—Alda. She 
studied singing, French, Italian and 
took lessons in mise-en-scene from 
Victor Capoul until, on April 15, 1904, 
she made her debut in Manon, at the 
Opera Comique. Massenet himself 
had taught her the role. 


During the next four years, Alda’s 
life was to be extremely active and 
filled with travel and appearances. 
From the Opera Comique she went 
directly to the La Monnaie, where 
during three seasons she participated 
in the Brussels premiere of Massen- 
et’s Cherubin, Massager’s Madame 
Chrysantheme and Gilson’s Princess 
Rayon de Soleil, appeared fifty-two 
times as Manon and _ seventy-four 
times as Marguerite in Faust. Her 
other roles were Violetta, the Queen 
in Hugenots, the Countess in Le Nozze 
di Figaro, Salome in Herodiade, Mar- 
guerite in the Damnation of Faust 
and Ophelia in Hamlet. 


The Covent Garden season of 1906 
saw Alda make her debut there in 
Rigoletto. Caruso sang the Duke and 
Battistini, the Hunchback. This was 
followed by Faust, also with Caruso. 
After London she went to Parma to 
do Rigoletto with Bonci and, again, 
Battistini. 


In Milan, in 1907, took place her 
first meeting with Gatti-Casazza and 
Toscanini. The occasion was when 
these two gentlemen came to pay 
their respects to Mademoiselle Alda 
and, incidentally, offer her the role of 
Louise for the La Scala premiere of 
Charpentier’s work, and that of Boi- 
to’s Marguerite, opposite Chaliapin. 
Dutifully, Alda went back to Paris, to 
study Louise with Marchesi, and 
early in 1908 began the rehearsals 
with Toscanini. A spat between the 
prima donna and the Maestro na- 
turally resulted in short order, the 
immediate cause being Alda’s pro- 
nunciation. The fireworks were appar- 
ently quite vivid for a while but 
finally, temperaments tempered, the 
difficulties were smoothed and the 
La Scala premiere of Lowise, which 
was Alda’s debut there, took place. 
The immediate result was the offer, 
and acceptance, of a contract with 
the Metropolitan for the 1908-09 
season. 


In the few months before she was 


‘to come to the Metropolitan, Alda 


managed to squeeze ir. two engage- 
ments at the Opera of Warsaw, as 
Violetta, Gilda, Marguerite in Faust, 
Juliet and Philine; and to go back to 
La Scala for Mefistofele with Chalia- 
pin. In addition, she also appeared at 
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the Grand Opera of Paris, in Faust 
and Othello, and then sailed to Buenos 
Aires to sing in Manon, Traviata 
Faust, Rigoletto, Romeo and Juliet 
and Mignon (Philine.- A short stop at 
Montevideo, a dash to Italy for a va- 
cation in Venice, and finally—the 
Metropolitan. 


Alda made her Met debut on De- 
cember 7, 1908, in Rigoletto, with 
Homer, Caruso, Amato and Didur, 
and contrary to all her expectations 
got a hostile press. Of this she spoke 
with a most disarming frankness. “I 
had a tremendous conceit,” she said— 
as well she might have had, after the 
whirlwind world tour of that year— 
“and I deserved all I got.” And with 
a twinkle in her eyes she added: “It 
did me a lot of good!” 


Frances Alda’s Metropolitan career 
lasted from 1908 to 1929, except for 
the 1910-11 season. Beautiful in ap- 
pearanoe, with unforgettable almond- 
shaped eyes, she cut a striking figure 
behind the footlights, especially as 
Manon, Desdemona, Mimi, Jaroslavna 
and Francesca. Ten days after her 
debut there she took part in the Met 
premiere of Le Villi, with Bonci and 
Amato In all she appeared there in 
the following operas: Rigoletto, Le 
Villi (first American performance), 
Faust, Manon, Falsie# (as Nan- 
netta), Othello, Boheme, Damrosch’s 
Cyrano de Bergerac (created Rox- 
ane), Contes d’Hoffmann (as Giuliet- 
ta), Oerbert’s Madeleine (created the 
name part), Jl Segreto di Susanna, 
Carmen (as Micaela, with Farrar, 
Caruso and Amato), Prince Igor 
(Jaroslavna, first American perform- 
ance), Manon Lescaut, Zandonai’s 
Francesca da Rimini (first American 
performance), Ariani’s St. Francis of 
Assisi (in concert form, as both Clara 
and Vox tentationis), Rabaud’s Mar- 
owf (first American performance), 
Hadley’s Cleopatra’s Night (created 
the name part), Mefistofele, Le Rot 
d’Ys (as Rozenn, first New York per- 
formance), Lorelei, Martha and La 
Cena delle Befe (as Ginevra, first 
American performance, with Gigli, 
Ruffo and Didur). 

While with the Met she also sang 
in Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia and 
many other cities of the United States 
and Canada, both in opera and con- 
cert. It is interesting to note that in 
Atlaita she appeared as Aida. In 
1909 she sang at the New Theatre in 
New York, in La Fille de Madame 
Angot, with Clement. During the 
final] performance of Othello, in the 
second part of 1909-10 season, with 
Slezak, Alda was stricken with appen- 
dicitis, and after weeks of slow recov- 
ery finally yielded to Gatti-Casazza’s 
persistent suit. She married the Gen- 
eral Director of the Metropolitan in 
the spring of 1910, and for a honey- 
moon went to Paris with the other 
members of the Company, for its only 
season there, at Le Chatelet. She thus 
became the Met’s first lady, as well as 
one of its brightest stars. It was a 
superhuman achievement to carry off 
such an equivocal position, especially 
with the “artistic” temperaments pre- 
vailing in an operatic company, and 
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of which Alda herself was not devoid. 
Yet she managed, so well in fact that 
Caruso, who certainly need no 
favors from any one, got the habit of 
confiding ‘> the roncina all his 
cares and problems. A helpful factor 
was Alda’s remarkable ability to 
keep secrets. It’s actually maddening 
to know she had hundreds of letters 
from Gatti-Casazza that gave his can- 
did and often uncomplimentary opin- 
ions of the great singers of the era. 
Their publication would cause a rev- 
olution in the reputations now so 
firmly established, yet Alda refused 
to publish them. She knew innumer- 
able stories and anecdotes about the 
Metropolitan’s history and was will- 
ing enough to tell them in private, but 
would not let them be written. Christ- 
ian kindness it certainly was, but 
from a historical point of view very 
regrettable. 

At Le Chatelet, Alda sang in Fal- 
staff and Othello, and when the season 
was completed went on a vacation to 
Ferrara to meet her in-laws. Before 
returning to New York, she sang in a 
special performance of Boheme at the 
La Monnaie, with Caruso and Amato. 
Her other “foreign” appearances 
were in Buenos Aires, in 1925 and 
1926, in Rigoletto, Traviata, Mefis- 
tofele with Chaliapin, Faust, Romeo 
and Juliet, Martha, and in La Cena 
delle Beffe, again with Gigli, Ruffo 
and Didur.

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Frances Alda bade farewell to the 
operatic stage on December 28, 1929, 
in Manon Lescaut, with Gigli and De 
Luca—at the Metropolitan. In the 
following four years she did a number 
of sponsored radio broadcasts and 
then retired from the life of a per- 
former altogether. Her marriage with 
Gatti-Casazza ended in 1929. 

Alda’s voice can be described in one 
word—bewitching. It was a pure lyric 
soprano of enchanting loveliness, 
flawlessly clear, yet full like an open 
bloom and deliciously vibrant. Those 
plump, sparkling, throbbing tones of 
hers were like brilliant-hued butter- 
flies fluttering in the bright sunshine. 
Even in the severest cantilena Alda’s 
tone was exciting—all the intensity of 
her ebullient nature, her boundless 
joie de vivre, seemed reflected in her 
voice. 

Among the many attributes—aside 
from the natural beauty of her voice 
—that made Alda’s singing the sheer 
joy that it was, were the firm supple- 
ness of her tone, its chaste legato and 
silky melodic line, and one of the most 
entrancing trills ever to leave the 
human throat—closely knit, yet rich 
and round. And impeccably correct as 
was Alda’s tone, it was devoid, thank 
heaven, of any cold, mechanical per- 
fection. It was warm and human, 
young and fresh, and it tugged at 
your heart strings... . 

Like Melba, Alda was a perfect 
exponent of the Garcia-Marchesi 
school of singing. The fundamental 
rules of this aristocratic discipline 
are strict observance of the dividing 
lines between registers, their correct 
placement and, finally, their equaliza- 
tion. Frances Alda faithfully adhered 
to the teachings of the venerable 
Mathilde. 

Here may I digress for a moment 
with the remark that not in all 
schools of singing is the division of 
the registers the same. In men, who 
sing on two registers only—the third 
being only complementary—this di- 
fference of opinion does not consti- 
tute too great a problem. But with 
female voices, which require the full 
use of the three registers—chest, mid- 
dle and head—matters become invol- 
ved when two of the foremost schools 
disagree. The Italian school—that of 
Francesco Lamperti, for instance— 
claims that while the chest register 
extends to F, the medium register 
may arbitrarily start on low D, and 
from the middle C on is the head 
register. Marchesi, on the other hand, 
strongly warns against leaving off 
the chest before E—F, according to 
her, being the first note of the middle 
register—and under no circumstances 
does she allow the middle register to 
be carried beyond F (Melba ended 
her middle register on F sharp. She 
said: “If I were a teacher and advo- 
cated this in any special case, I 
should have the whole fraternity 
abusing me. But I know my own 
voice.”’) 

“All singing revolves around the 
intercostal muscles.. .” Alda claimed. 
That, and the firm placing of the 
tone against the chest, the palate or 
the pharynx—depending on the re-

gister used—accounted for the grea} 
endurance and sonority of her voice, 


The “coup de glotte” was there, toof 
but gentle, as Garcia taught it, being :

In fact, she 


gave credit for it to one of her oldest ¥ 


and closest friends—Arturo Toscani- 


ni.

said, “is Toscanini. 
me by the hour, sat by the hour texch- 
ing me!” Alda was equally sincere in 
her opinions of her colleagues. Melba, 
Ponselle, Flagstad, were rated very 
high in her expert estimation. 

When the conversation turned to 
records, I hopefully asked: “Madame 
Alda, won’t you please tell something 
about your recordings? Some inci- 
dent connected with them?” “What 
can J tell you?” she replied, “I never 
had any trouble making records. 
Luckily for me God gave me a voice 
and I never had to force it.” 

Frances Alda considered Lorelei 
her best record, with Mefistofele as 
second choice. I love them too, but 
neither do I think any less of her 
Falstaff and Gianni Schicchi. These 
examples of superb singing are to me 
constant sources of deep enjoyment 
and learning. Other Alda records I 
particularly like are her William Tell, 
Contes d’Hoffmann, Lakme, the acou- 
stical Minuet from Manon Lescaut, 
Il Segreto di Susanna, La Cena delle 
Beffe, her two duets with Martinelli 
and the songs “Oh, si les Fleurs 
avaient des Yeux,” “Morgen” and 
“Tes Yeux.” Her Boheme solo, Car- 
men, Butterfly’s entrance and “Un 
bel di” are also very fine discs and 
I’d like to say a few words about 
each of the above records. 

To start with Lorelei—that is per- 
fect singing! Anna’s expressions of 
doubt find the ideal interpreter in the 
sensitive Alda. From the first pas- 
sionate outburst Ah, dunque, ¢& 
mamera to the lovely ‘and very diff- 
cult finale, it is a vocal weave of the 
most exquisite beauty—warm, vibrant 
and appealing. The last phrase, Ah, 
non sogno piu Vamor, ei vive nel mio 
cor! is really an achievement. She 
goes from the middle C to the bell- 
like high C fermata, back to middle 
C, then on to G and down again to 
D—all expressively phrased and all 
sung in one breath, without the least 
bit of effort. As if this was not 
enough, she makes a perfect jump of 
twelve notes—portando la voce—from 
low D to high A, and does a long full- 
note trill on high G. There is no 
difficulty in any vocal situation for

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Recently, I have been glancing at 
correspondence accumulated through 
the years, dealing with varied aspects 
of recorded music. In a letter from 
Dougias P. Ball, of Miami, Florida, 
date’ July 30, 1938, I find these re- 
marks concerning Victor band records 
fof ajproximately 50 years ago: 

“The reproduction ... is terrible— 
‘there is no music ... nothing but 
noise. A comparison ... with the 
earlicst Columbia band records indi- 
cates that Columbia was far in the 
lead in this type of recording.” 

Meny collectors probably would 
agree with Mr. Ball. Others, perhaps, 
would not. Of course, most specialists 
in early discs and cylinders are 
primarily interested in vocal record- 
ing artists and are less attracted to 
the pioneer band and orchestral se- 
lections. Yet Douglas Ball’s 14-year- 
old letter reminded me that 1 have 
long intended to write a biographical 
skecch of Charles A. Prince, the ac- 
complished and likable musical di- 
rector who was largely responsible 
for Columbia’s best achievements in 
the instrumental recording field. So, 
while the subject is still fresh in mind, 
this should be a good time to pay 
tribute to a gifted man who seems 
largely forgotten now but was cer- 
tainly one of the dominant phono- 
graph personalities of an earlier day. 

Even when he died some fifteen 
years ago, Charles Prince’s passing re- 
ceived comparatively little attention. 
Typical was this death notice in the 
“New York Times”, dated October 10, 
1987, and sent from San Francisco: 
Charles Adams Prince, musical di- 
rector, died early today after an iliness 
of three months at the suburban home 


of his sister, Mrs. zel Prince Tuggle. 
He was 68 years old. 

Retired for the last three years, Mr. 
Prince had lived in Marin county, where 
he taught music. In New York he had 
been a director of the Columbia and 
Victor recording studios and for five 
years with the Ziegfield Follies. Under 
his baton at different times were Tito 
Schipa, Mme. Sembrich, Mary Garden, 
Kathieen Parlow and Caruso. 

Mr, Prince was a member of the Lambs 
of New York, and each year conducted 
at the club’s annual gambol. His sister 
and a daughter, Mrs. Catherine Prince, 
of New York, survive. 


An even shorter notice in the 
“Musical Courier’ for November 15, 
1987, said that Prince had also di- 
tected Gilbert and Sullivan produc- 
tions and other operettas in New York. 

The “Times’” list of operatic stars 
who had been “under his baton” pre- 
sents a puzzle or two. The conductor’s 
association with Schipa may have 
been during the comparatively brief 
Period in the 1920’s when he was as-

sociated with the Victor Talking Ma- 
chine Company. Marcella Sembrich 
had retired before Prince “joined up” 
with Victor in 1924, so he must have 
conducted the orchestra for the Colum- 
bia records the soprano made in 1903. 
Mary Garden and Kathleen Parlow, 
sang for Columbia years later when 
Prince was in mid-career. But it’s 
hard to see how he could have con- 
ducted Caruso records. The Italian 
tenor never recorded for any company 
in the United States except Victer, 
and Prince was still with Columbia 
when Caruso died in August, 1921. 
Perhaps Prince conducted for a pub- 
lic performance at which Caruso sang. 
Possibly the tenor appeared as a gen- 
sa _ at one of the Lambs’ gam- 
s 


Prince’s prestige in the record world 
was at its height between 1910 and 
1920. In those years, the Columbia 
record catalog contained a _ photo- 
graph of Prince as a smooth-shaven 
man of about forty (he had worn a 
mustache in earlier years, as is shown 
in a 1904 picture of the Columbia 
Band) and the photo was accompanied 
by the following information: 


Charles A. Prince, musical lirector for 
the Columbia Graphophone Company and 
conductor of Frince’s Band and Prince’s 
Orchestra, is one of the most accomp- 
lished and experienced orchestral direc- 
tors for musical record work in the world.

FAVORITE PIONEER RECORDING ARTISTS

Prince is, in addition, a composer of ex- 
ceptional gifts, a number of his brilliant 
marches and cleverly conceivel descrip- 
tive numbers appearing in our catalog. 


Then followed a list of compositions 
by Prince, whick included “Around 
the Christmas Tree,” “Bell Buoy 
March,” “Cuckoo and Canary,” “Med- 
ley Two-Step,” “Panama Exposition 
March” and “Suffragette Militante 
March.” Although never a “March 
King” — after all, there was only one 
John Philip Sousa! — Charlie Prince 
made a respectable showing, compos- 
ing lively martial music. And he may 
have consoled himself for his com- 
parative obscurity as a march writer 
with the knowledge that any number 
of listeners considered the Columbia 
records by Prince’s Band better than 
the Victors by Sousa. Incidentally, 
Sousa appears to have been the first 
to use “canned music” as a token of 
contempt for recorded sound. During 
the earlier years of his band’s record- 
ing activities, he didn’t take the 
trouble to conduct it himself, but 
simply allowed a sub-conductor such 
as Arthur Pryor, to direct some of its 
members and use the Sousa name 
when they played into the horn. 

More enlightening than the sketch 
just quoted was the following article 
in Columbia’s record supplement for 
September, 1919: 

“Class in American History!”

Prince claims his first interest in music 
came trom the days when his mother, 
who was very fond of the theater, took 
him to local shows. The shows were 
good, but young Charlie found himself 
much more interested in watching the 
conductor of the orchestra and the play- 
ing ot the musicians. It was in the 
darkened theater that Prince first decided 
that conducting would be more appealing 
than following his father’s business, 
which is, by the way; a successful fruit 
Canning institution in the great Wesi. 

Within a very few years Prince “took 
to the road’? and confesses that he 
traveled with circuses, minstrel shows 
and legitimate comedies several years 
before he arrived in New York and came 
in touch with the Columbia Company. 

At that time, about 1895, all vocal re- 
cords were made with piano accompani- 
ment. As Prince was then (as he is to- 
day) a born accompanist, he secured a 
position with the Columbia, and played 
all the accompaniments for the most 
famous singers of the day. When or- 
chestral accompaniments became _ the 
order of the day, Prince was elected to 
organize an orchestra and band, which, 
from those early days to the present 
time, has made Columbia and all other 
recording history. 

“A Prince of good fellows’’ is no play 
on words when referring to the famous 
conductor. He is as popular inside as 
outside the Columbia circle. The Lambs 
Club never gives a gambol_ without 
Prince’s Orchestra in front of the stage. 
Prince has also been a member of the 
Friars Club and is active in the New 
York Athletic Club. 

Music is his Muse and automobiling his 
amusement! 

Practically the only conductor who has 
spent his entire career in the recording 
field, Prince has unquestionably been 
one of the moving spirits which have 
made Columbia records what they are to- 
day. The Stellar Quartet, for instance, 
is another of Prince’s musical children. 
His remarkable pianism enables Prince 
to go over selections and instruct the 
perfect interpretation before _ artists 
stand before the horn. This he does 
over and over with tireless interest—his 
one aim being a perfect record. 

We asked Mr. Prince the other day 
what his ideas for the future of Columbia 
records were. He replied: ‘‘Look back 
over the past twenty years and compare 


the perfection of product today with 
what it was in those days. Now, look 
ahead twenty years and imagine what 


Columbia records will be then. T know 

no more than you, but what I can do to 

make them be what they will be I will!’’ 

Conductors may come and conductors 

may go, but, may we hope, for the pride 

of Columbia, Prince may go on forever.

/may direct his collecting interests, 
none seems to come as close to re- 
_ capturing and depicting true circus 
atmosphere and detail as does the 
hobby of building miniature circus 
models. 

Tie Circus Model Builders & Own- 
ers Association is the one organiza- 
tion devoted entirely to this craft and 

' love of circus. It is now nationwide 
| with around five hundred members. 

Since the organization began, the 
plan of the CMB&OA has been to 
keep the circus before the public eye. 
To do this each member is willing to 
go almost anywhere and to see any- 
one in order to display his models. 
Above all, the CMB&OA realizes that 
the circus is wheels and wagons and 
heavy equipment, for the circus is a 
traveling organization. Movement has 
been its life blood. As model builders, 
the CMB&OA believes in following the 
example of their prototype. They liter- 


id. F ally put their shows on the road to 


‘let people all over the country see 
what can be done in Circus Modeling 
and to arouse interest for both their 
hobby and for the circus. 

ember exhibits have been routed 
into stores, hobby shops, libraries, 
boys clubs, Boy Scout and Girl Scout 
Troops, to the bedsides of sick chil- 
dren, into hospitals, almost any place 
wkere it could be viewed and enjoyed 
by one person or by many people. 
The member so routing his circus 
acts as Advance Agent and then takes 
over as official Ringmaster when the 
show is up and ready to go. 

Certainly no one knows better than 
the circus fan that the longest night 
in the year is the night before the 
circus comes to town.

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regrettably, comes to town only one 
day out of the year. But not so with 
the circus model builder, however. The 
circus is always in town for him. 
Although in miniature and perhaps 
in the attic or in the living room or 
even down in the basement it is still 
there, and performances go on at al- 
most anytime of the day or night. 

The scope and range of the .build- 
ing projects by CMB&OA members 
is almost staggering. Some have 
circuses numbering as many as 300 
wagons, and 300 horses, and some have 
as many as 32 tents. 

The model builders are just as or- 
ganizational-minded as is their big 
sister the full scale circus. They are 
meticulous about making wagons and 
all other equipment to perfect scale. 
Wagons are properly numbered and 
take the same position on the lot and 
in all parades just as in a “real-life” 
circus. 

Although reproduced in scale from 
a large traveling organization, most 
members prefer to give their minia- 
tures their own name. For example, 
Mr. Ray Moreau of Niagara Falls, 
New York, calls his circus the Mar- 
bet Ray Circus: named after his 
daughter Margaret, and wife Betty, 
and his own first name. 

Another active member of the 
CMB&OA, Mr. C. H. Amidon of 
Orange, Massachusetts, calls his show 
the Amidon Bros. Circus. It is a 
motorized circus. 3% inch scale, which 
first hit the road in the early thirties. 
Since that time Mr. Amidon has im- 
proved and enlarged his enterprise, 
but has kept it the original 1935 
vintage. The Amidon Bros. Circus 
consists of about forty trucks, with a 
bit top, menagerie, side show, and 
various smaller tops. The side show 
banner line. thirteen banners in all, 
are stencilled and hand-painted in tex- 
tile colors. 

The hobby of circus modeling has 
received much publicity each year at 
the National Crafts and Hobby Show 
in New York. And in living up to 
their motto, “Let’s Tell The World 
About Circus Modeling.” the CMB& 
OA has used television to get ex- 
hibits of miniature shows before the 
public. 

The CMB&OA has always worked 
hand in hand with all other circus fan 
organizations at any exhibition of cir- 
cusiana or conventions. And as an add- 
ed social feature of their own group, 





many of the members who live close 
to one another form “rings” for which 
they take names from performers. 

“The Circus Modeler” is the month- 
ly newspaper of the CMB&OA and is 
distributed to all members. In addi- 
tion to member news and views, it 
contains valuable scale drawings and 
information concerning all phases of 
equipment building. And as an extra 
dividend, each issue contains a circus 
photograph printed on slick paper and 
suitable for mounting in any circus 
picture album. : 

Miniature building is not for the cir- 
cus fan alone. Many retired troupers 
have turned to this craft in order to 
relive their circus years of time past. 
Timothy J. Maloney of Tonawanda, 
New York, is one such trouper who 
felt that the memory only of driving 
a forty-horse team pulling a band 
wagon down main street wasn’t 
enough, as he still longed to be around 
those beautiful wagons and horses. 
So Timothy did the next best thing 
and began making his own wagons 
and carving his own horses. Two of 
his prize wagons were two “Two 
Hemispheres Band Wagons” with 
forty-horse hitch. 

Age has never concerned the circus, 
for children of all ages have thrilled 
to the glories of the big top. And so 
it is with model building. Ten year 
old Peter Kilduff of New Britain, 
Connecticut, is one of the younger 
builders who began carving his own 
show about a year ago, after being 
inspired to do so by an exhibit Bill 
Brinley brought to his city. “Mr. Kil- 
duff’s—5—Circus” has a_ calliope, 
complete with ‘wheels and organ 
pipes, two drummer boys, a circus 
wagon and tent, and a trapeze artist 
who hangs by her ankles. In his 
spare time Peter is working on new 
additions, and expects to increase his 
show from season to season. 

Following in the footsteps of many 
famous men before him, Peter is his 


‘own press agent and has personally 


arranged exhibitions and _ perform- 
ances at various schools in and 
around his home. 

So if the circus is your hobby and 
vou desire to recreate the lavish 
pageantry that once paraded on Main 
Street, then the Circus Model Build- 
ers & Owners Association offers you 
the opportunity to learn to build auth- 
entic models of real life circus wag- 
ons and equipment.

Mechanical banks, with only about ten percent of 
their total number being of foreign manufacture, are 
definitely Americana. Their wide subject matter in the 
period of their manufacture recalls nostalgic thoughts of 
the past to many. To those who are younger, they offer 
an insight into an interesting period of our history. The 
Motor Bank is a typical example of this as it is a fairly 
accurate replica of the old trolley cars. Its unique action, 
entirely different than any of the other banks, plus its 
rarity and desirability rank it in the 15th position in our 
numerical listing. 

The Motor Bank was patented in 1889 by A. C. Rex 
and manufactured by Alfred C. Rex and Company of 
Frankford, Pa. This company was originally called 
Kyser and Rex and continued under this name until 1884. 
Their line of mechanical banks made under both names 
of the company was an important one and they were a 
definite factor in this field. 

The Motor Bank has also been attributed to the J. 
and E. Stevens Company of Cromwell, Conn. It seems 
they acquired the patent rights to the bank, but whether 
or not they ever actually produced any of the motor 
banks is not definitely known. 

The specimen pictured, which is original with no 
repairs, and in nice paint condition, was obtained some 
years ago with the help of Dr. Arthur E. Corby, well 
known collector of New York City. 

The operation of the Motor Bank and a general 
description of the mechanism is definitely in order in the 
case of this unique bank. To operate, the bank’ is first 
wound up by a key inserted on the end of a rod protrud- 
ing from one end underneath the platform. The bank 


is then set on a flat surface and a coin is inserted anl> 


yushed into the slot located on the roof of the car. The 
coin trips the mechanism and the bank automatically goes 
forward as a bell rings inside the car. 

The center-raised section of the roof is the lock-on 
coin trap. This is opened with a key to remove the coins. 
A lever on one end of the platforms disengages the gears 
so the bank can be played with as a regular push or pull 
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toy. This, of course, contributes to its rarity as these™ 


banks were probably played with in and out of doors likea 
regular wheel toy. Consequently, the possibility of break- 
age was far greater in the case of the Motor Bank than 
with most any of the other mechanical banks. 

The spring that operates the bank is wound on the 
rod located underneath the floor of the car between the 
four wheels. This rod has a gear on the end that meshes 
with the gear on one of the set of wheels. A ratchet ar 
rangement inside rings the bell as the wheels revolve. 

The bank is painted in attractive colors, with a red 
roof and yellow and green body. The platforms are red, 
as well as the lettering of the name. The wheels are 
black. The number 125 appears under the windows 0 
each side and this apparently has no significance othet 
than to represent the number of the car. 

A desirable feature, of course, is the fact that the 
use of a coin is necessary to cause the bank to operate. 
This same feature, that is, the insertion and pushing in 
of the coin itself causing the action to take place by 
moving an inside lever, exists in a limited group of the 
mechanical banks. The banks in this group, along with 
the Motor Bank, are Panorama, Zoo Bank, Momma 
Katzenjammer, Pelican, Rabbit In Cabbage, Owl (Slot 
In Book), Owl (Slot in Head), North Pole Bank, Bil! E. 
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Bell Bank. 


There are other banks whereby a coin is necessary 
P to cause the action to take place. In this group the 
weight of the coin itself operates the bank, or in some 


Grin, Schley Bottling Up Cervera Bank, Moody and San- 
key, Turtle, Bear Standing (Slot In Chest), Bowling Al- 
ley, Camera Bank, Weeden’s Plantation, and Ding Dong 
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cases trips the lever to start the mechanism. These will 
be dealt with later on in another article. 


To the best of the writer’s knowledge there are four 
or possibly five of the Motor Banks in private collections. 


It might be well to note that this bank is often re- 
ferred to as the Trolley Car Bank.

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ity as an inducement to a bit of will- 
doctoring was more charmingly and 
effectively delivered than by Alda’s 
Lauretta in Gianni Schicchi. And no 
Boito’s Marguerite on records can 
boast of better trills than those pro- 
duced by Alda in her wonderful 
Mefistofele disc. Matilda’s longing for 
Arnoldo in William Tell and Lakme’s 
enticement of Gerald are also pure 
gems, while Antonia’s pathetic “Elle 
a fur” from Contes d’Hoffmann and 
the utterly adorable acoustical ‘L’ 
Ora, o Tirsi” from Manon Lescaut 
are among Alda’s best renditions on 
records. 

In Il Segreto di Susanna, as the 
young countess, Alda follows the 
smoke of her furtive cigarette with 
ecstatic rapture, but in La Cena delle 
Beffe she has the rare chance of por- 
traying the emotions of two widely 
dissimilar women in even more dissi- 
milar circumstances. As the volup- 
tuous Ginevra—the role she created 
at the Met—in “Sempre cost” she 
vehemently expresses her disappoint- 
ment at (oh dear, now how to put it) 
well. .. at having missed, in her 
somnolence, the opportunity of enjoy- 
ing her seduction by Giannetto, who, 
unknown to her, had entered her 
chamber and taken that night the 
place of Neri, her lover. And a more 
convincing damsel in such dire pre- 
dicament was never heard. Incidenta- 
lly, Gianetto’s reactions are aptly 
detailed by Antonio Cortis in his “Mi 
svestii.” As Lisabetta, on the other 
hand, in “Mi chiamo Lisabetta,”’ Alda 
sings to Neri, whom she believes in- 
sane, cf her passionate love for him. 
Both pieces are strikingly impressive 
in their vocal and dramatic beauty. 


Alda’s Micaela is one of the best 
ever. This character ceases to be the 
nincompoop of the score and acquires 
a womanly aspect. Likewise her Mimi 
—she also becomes more than the 
usual dull little grisette. 


In the Butterfly’s: entrance Alda is 
one of the very few on the stage and 
on records who take in the finale 
(though modified) the much avoided 
D flat. And in “Un bel di” she does 
not substitute an Ah on the B flat 
ending, as so many do. She terminates 
Cio-Cio-San’s exultant proclamation 
of faith with l’aspetto, as it should be 
done, proving again that no word 
gives difficulty to a singer who knows 
how to adapt the pronunciation of 
vowels to the registers, As for Alda’s 
Manon, she is all that the part calls 
for—youthful, gay, exuberant, viva- 
cious, piquant, coquettish—but the 
delectable wench dots her eighths, and 
that is definitely not in the score. 


Alda and Caruso together recorded 
the tremendously popular Miserere 
from I] Trovatore, which since the

and Her Tuned Sleighbells 


Once again echoes of sleighbells fill 
the air at Christmastide. Long associ- 
ated with regions of sparkling snow 
and frosty air, sleighbells today echo 
even in the warmer climes. In fact, 
wherever there are bell collectors you 
are sure to hear these old-fashioned 
jingle bells. Most musical of them all, 
however, are the beautifully tuned 
sleighbells played by a petite young 
lady of San Fran¢isco. 

Undoubtedly the youngest of sever- 
al hundred bell collectors scattered 
over the country, 7-year old Miraleah 
Halperin is also among the most tal- 
ented members of this group. Her 
skill in playing sets of tuned bells, 
particularly her tuned _ sleighbells, 
might well be the envy of persons 
many times her age. 

Being just at that point when one 
becomes hobby conscious, Miraleah is 
fortunate in having a mother who not 
only encourages her interest in bells 
but who also shares this interest. It 
was a dinner invitation to the home 
of a friend a few years ago that 
“rang the bell” for Mrs. Halperin, 
and eventually for Miraleah. There a 
small tray of decorative bells caught 
and held Mrs. Halperin’s fancy. She 
became intrigued with the idea of 
making bells a hobby. Having always 
liked these musical objects in a cas- 
ual sort of way, she envisioned this

happy choice of a hobby as one that 
her young daughter Miraleah might 
enjoy with her. 

From the day the first bells began 
to collect in the Halperin household, 
Miraleah has been completely fascin- 
ated. When, just before her seventh 
birthday, she received a set of tuned 
sleighbells to play, her pride and joy 
knew no bounds. 

Having played them scarcely a 
year, Miraleah now features these 
tuned sleighbells whenever her mother 
gives a bell program-talk. At this 
season, audiences particularly delight 
in hearing Silent Night, Holy Night. 
Appropriately enough, this was the 
first piece Miraleah learned to play 
on these bells after she received them 
last December. One of her newest 
songs, Auld Lang Syne, is also popu- 
lar with groups who have heard it. 

To play these two songs, Miraleah 
uses 11 sticks of bells from the com- 
plete set of 16... all tuned to the 
key of “C”. It is no small feat to 
handle these because some of the 
sticks, especially those with low notes, 
are quite heavy. The stick for low 
“C” has four rather large sleighbells 
attached to it, two on either side. Low 
“D” also has four. The stick for low 
“KE” has six smaller bells. As the 
sticks progress up the scale, each con- 
tinues to have six bells, but they are 
smaller with each new note. 


Miraleah is not limited to perform- 
ing with sleighbells when she feels 
a tune “coming on.” She can also play 
a set of tuned cowbells. For patriotic 
purposes, America sounds well on 
these. Then on a handsome, polished 
set of bugle chimes she often plays 
Taps. The familiar notes of this tune 
make an appropriate close for some 
of her mother’s bell talks. 

Fond as she is of tuned bells, this 
voung artist-collector also has her 
favorites among the other bells in 
hers and her mother’s collection. Like 
her school-mates, to whom she often 
shows her bells, Miraleah admires 
those from far places . . . especially 
animal bells. There is, for instance, a 
queer witch-doctor’s bell from the 


Belgian Congo, and an odd-shaped 
bell that belonged to one of Africa’s 
barkless dogs; also a Norwegian rein- 
deer bell and an old cattle rattle from 
Persia, dating back 1,500 years be 
fore the time of Christ. 

Beils such as these can easily enliy- 
en a geography-history lesson in to 
day’s world-minded classroom. And 
Miraleah is always ready to share 
her new bells with her classmates s0 
that they, too, may better visualize 
the way of life in other lands and 
times. Not long ago she showed them 
a silver South American bell with the 
handle of an Inca god. About the same 
time she had just received a little 
porcelain Dutch girl bell in blue and 
white, brought by a neighbor return- 
ing from Europe. 

Like her mother, Miraleah has 
learned to value age and _ historical 
association in bells. If you were to 
spend an hour looking at the Halperin 
collection, you would almost certainly 
be shown two bells which the family 
especially cherish for their historical 
connections. One is an 85-year old 
strap of sleighbells that belonged to 
Miraleah’s great-grandfather back in 
Nova Scotia. Mrs. Halperin herself 
has pleasant memories of hearing 
these bells, when as a girl she visited 
in Nova Scotia. In her talks she 
likes to tell her audiences how such 
bells once took the place of headlights 
and street lamps on dark country 
roads and how they sounded the ap- 
proach of an oncoming sleigh at a 
curve or a narrow pass. “Most city 
audiences,” says Mrs. Halperin, 
“haven’t given the true purpose of 
sleighbells too much thought. Many 
have remarked that they thought 
sleighbells were always used just for 
their nice musical sound.” 


The cther cherished bell was orig- 
inally of beautiful brass. Now it is 
badly blackened and melted so that 
only the ornate figure of winged Mer- 
cury is still recognizable. This bell 
went through the San Francisco fire 
and earthquake of 1906. Miraleah’s 
grandfather was a policeman in the 
city at the time and for four days 
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and nights aided the injured without 
even being able to send word of his 
whereabouts ‘to Miraleah’s frantic 
grandmother. 


One cannot talk about bells with 
Miraleah very long without circling 
pack to her best loved ones... the 
tuned bells! Asked what type of bells 
she would like to add next to this 
growing collection, Miraleah tossed 
her lovely red locks and with a 
twinkle in her eye, replied, “Another 
tuned set, especially a set of Swiss 

| hand-bells.” Having recently seen and 
hear several groups of hand ringers, 
she is now eager to try her hand at 
this age-old Swiss art. 


If it is true that those who are most 
successful with their hobbies develop 
them before the age of twelve, then a 
bright, bright future is indeed pre- 
dictel for Miraleah and her tuned 
bells. Already she has the charm and 
poise we associate with hand-bell 
ringers ... and the ability to play 
with nary a note before her. By way 
of nustseript, we might also add that 
in the person of her little brother 
Miraleah is likely to have a fine 
future ringing-companion. Though he 
is too young to play a-full tune, little 
David already insists on playing a 
few notes and then asking, “Did I 
play anything?” 


WITH THE COLLECTORS 


Sometimes it is the most unusual, 
not the most valuable bell that one 
remembers after viewing another’s 
newest acquisitions. After seeing some 
two dozen bells recently added to Mrs. 
Pau! LaRose’s collection, I remember 
best an odd little one of old Greek 
origin. Its handle is a knife sharp- 
ener! Currently Mrs. LaRose is mak- 
ing an extended stay in the Hawaiian 
Islands where she expects to find 
several more new bells for her already 
large collection.

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day of its issuance never left the 
catalogues and is now available on 
all three speeds. The two great sing- 
ers also joined their superlative tal- 
ents in the powerful trio from J 
Lombardi, assisted by Journet; and 
in the four delightful quartets from 
Martha, with Jacoby and, again, the 
ever reliable Journet. 


But of all the records Alda made 
with other singers, my favorites are 
the duets from Boheme and Butterfly 
with Martinelli. Such pieces are only 
what all the participants make of 
them and here, thanks to these two 
exceptionally gifted artists, we have 
renditions that are tonal paintings of 
uncommon loveliness, Their beautiful, 
well produced voices blend harmoni- 
ously to create a romantic mood, with 
ripples of feeling here and there, 
evoking images of young lovers both 
tender and appealing. These versions, 
for artistic, interpretative and techni- 
cal excellence, are the best on records; 
and I cannot resist the temptation of 
commenting on Martinelli’s good 
taste in both finali, since he is half of 
the performance and since the pieces 
are so often spoiled by the male mem- 
ber of the team. In Boheme he does 
not trail after the soprano with a 
high C ending, but finishes on E, as 
required by the composer who gives no 
variant. There is no need to show off 
here. In Butterfly he does the com- 
plete ascending passage to high C 
together with the soprano and does 
not use the optional simplification. In 
this case the easier version is only 
acceptable when used by both singers, 
since it is given for both parts, but 
what often happens is that the tenor 
alone uses the simplified form or, 
worse yet, takes a rest in the upward 
passage to prepare for his high C, 
and leaves the lady to carry the bur- 
den all the way up the hill alone. This 
is hardly artistic or even gentlemanly

Although Egypt is probably the 
oldest country in the art of making 
ijewelsy, the Egyptians were not the 
‘first to wear jewels and ornaments, 
nor were they the first to invest their 
omaments with magic powers. 

Long before man had either imple- 
ments or materials to shape and en- 
grave hard stones, he used them for 
ornaments. Carlyle says the first 
spiritual want of a barbarous man is 
decoration. Jewelry could be made of 
almost anything that could be put on 
a string such as_ berries, seeds, 
eathers, shells, bone, and teeth of 
animals. 

Records found on Egyptian tombs 

dancient graves give us an idea of 
their aptness in design. The pectoral 
is found on most mummies, being a 
breas; ornament worn suspended 
from the neck by a ribbon or chain 
Many of these were bronze, covered 

vith thin gold leaf, or of finest pure 
gould, sometimes inlaid with lapis, 
arnelian, or turquoise. 

Early jewelers were highly skilled 
raftsmen, goldsmiths and engravers 
of metals for any purpose, covering 
all branches of decoration for metals 
and gems. 

For the King, he made such orna- 
nents as plaques of hammered gold 
and engraved turquoise, spiral brace- 
ets, twisted bands of gold, emblems

SCIENTIFIC WONDERLAND 


PART 2 

In Part 1 we covered some of the 
very earliest time measuring devices 
leading up to the first mechanical 
cocks in the fourteenth century and 
showed a small size domestic clock of 
the type that began to be in common 
use in the sixteenth century. From 
this point on, we will abandon the 
chronological history and simply de- 
yote our attention to the interesting 
specimens that we found in the fa-

mous Willis Michael collection in 
York, Pa. 

Illustration No. 4 is a superb ex- 
ample of French artistry and crafts- 
manship. Bearing the proud name of 
Le Roy, it is a masterpiece of artistic 
design combined with horological 
precision. The base is of onyx while 
the decorative work is of molded and 
polished brass. Every detail is per- 
fection. With all of its beauty, it is 
also an efficient timepiece with time 


and strike trains. It is incomprehen- 
sible that anyone could fail to be 
completely enamored with it. By ‘way 
of comment, I might say that I have 
always been partial to French clocks 
because of their mechanical precision.

fascinating. Five of these clocks are 
of German origin. The middle one in 
the lower line is American and has a 
blinking eye mechanism. Some of these 
dogs wag their tails and move their 
tongues. Novelty clocks have been made 
in endless variations but none of them 
perhaps are more interesting than the 
ones using an animal motif. They 
are becoming more rare each day. It 
is indeed an unusual and thrilling 
experience to find so many in one 
collection. They are most generally 
Victorian in age but some of these 
German models are possibly a little 
older. Regardless of age or origin, 
however, they are nearly always fas- 
cinating to a true collector. 


Illustration No. 7 takes us back to 
the sixteenth century again. Here is 
an early table clock made in Augs- 
burg, Germany, which is unmistake- 
ably of that early vintage. Employing 
the fusee and foliot balance with only 
one hand, the approximate date of its 
origin is stamped all over it. By way 
of digression, it is interesting to note 
that some people have said that the 
name “Table Clock” as applied to this 
type of timepiece has no basis in fact. 
It is said further that they can be 
used equally as well on a shelf or 
mantel. This does not appear to be 
logical. Since the top of the clock is 
the dial, one would require a ladde 
to tell ‘the time if the clock were 
placed on a mantel or high shelf. The 
name “Table Clock” makes sense to 
me. These table clocks, such as this 
one and the one in illustration No. 3, 
are extremely interesting from 
standpoint that they are transition 
pieces. The first mechanical tim¢ 
devices were huge tower clocks. With 
the invention of the flat coiled spring, 
or mainspring, generally conceded 
have taken place early in the sixteent 
century, the clock-watch was devel 
oped. These were smaller timepiect 
and could be carried on the pers0 
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githough large and cumbersome. 
Further development of the clock- 
watch then took two different direc- 
tions. On one hand they were made 
smaller and smaller until the true 
pocket watch emerged. On the other 
hand they were made larger into table 
cocks and finally became sheif clocks, 
mantel clocks, tall case clocks and so

Illustration No. 8 shows a picture 
dock which is a novel and beautiful 
variation.

One might 
say that, beautiful as they are, these 
(locks never had a wide acceptance. 
They are consequently seldom seen 
today and are prized collector’s items. 
Shown also in Illustration No. 8 is 
another fine French mantel or table 
clock. This one is of polished brass 
and convex beveled glass with beauti- 
fully decorated side pillars. The dial 
is etched and engraved brass. It has 
afree mercury pendulum which is the 
most efficient compensation for tem- 
perature changes. These clocks, when 
properly adjusted are marvelous time- 
keepers and can equal many regulator 
types in efficiency. 

Also shown in this same illustration 
is another dog novelty clock. 
Illustration No. 9. “Hickory, Dick- 
ory Dock. The Mouse Ran up The 
Clock. The Clock Struck One, The

is moved upward to indicate, with his 
nose, the time on the vertical time 
track. When it reaches twelve, it falls 
down and starts its twelve hour climb 
all over again. The movement also 
strikes the hours. Yes, this is a rare 
clock. In all my experience, I have 
only seen two; the one illustrated here 
and another that turned up at an an- 
tique auction sale in Ephrata, Pa., 
more than a year ago. It brought a 
respectable price indeed. I am still 
hoping to find one at a price I can 
afford for my own collection. 
Illustration No. 10. Here is indeed 
a fine specimen of an extremely rare 
early American model. It is obviously 
an Eli Terry pillar and scroll case but 
with a marked difference from the 
traditional Terry clock. This one has 
a visible escapement as will be noted. 
Authorities differ on this clock. 
Some say it was an experimental 
model while others say something 
else. One fact is clear, however. Not 
many of this model were made and 
they are seldom seen today. Prices 
quoted on them are usually four to 
five times that of a traditional type 
Terry pillar and scroll clock. The 
movement is of wood, of course, with 
the escape wheel, the verge, the crutch 
and the pendulum rod operating in 
front of the dial. The dial is set back 
sufficiently so that the pendulum bob 
swings behind the reverse painted 
tablet in the lower door panel.

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as made by Eli Terry, Seth 
Thomas and others during the period 
1813 to 1835 is considered by many 
to be the most beautiful of all the 
early American clocks. They are con- 
stantly sought after by collectors. 
One can readily understand the fires 
that burn in a collector’s heart when 
he sees one of the beautiful clocks 
with the visible escapement feature. 
I can only hope that some day, some- 
how, I may own one. 


No particular pattern was followed 
in the study of the Willis Michael 
collection and consequently the selec- 
tions are presented in a rather hap- 
hazard fashion. Perhaps that is good 
for the reason that we avoid the mon- 
otony or looking at a sequence of 
similar specimens. That at least is 
the way it works out as we now turn 
back to the lovely French mantel 
clocks that hold such a strong appeal 
for me. 


Illustration No. 11 is another 
splendid example of French artistry. 
The meticulous and artisticaliy per- 
fect brass castings that comprise the 
case are almost unbelievable. It re- 
presents the finest work of its type. 
All of the detail tells a story which 
could be deciphered if one were so 
minded. Of course, the clock contains 
the usual fine time and strike move- 
ment which is typical of these excel- 
lent clocks.

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the early American scene with a fine 
example of a New England banjo 
clock. This one has a girandole base 
with unusually fine decorations. 

Simon Willard is credited with the 
development of the banjo clock, which 
some experts have said is the most 
practicai of ail case designs for a 
penuuium clock. Accoraing to the 
records, he completed his first banjo 
model in the late 1790’s and patented 
it in 1802. The Willard family, of 
which Simon is the must famous, was 
a laige one and most of the male 
members of the family for two gen- 
erations were connected with clock- 
making in one form or another. ‘The 
famuy, however, was not able to main- 
tain a monopoly on the manutacture 
of banjo clocks. Many other makers 
turned them out and some at least 
are equal in every respect to the Wil- 
lard products. 

The fine example illustrated as No. 
12 1s by Lemuei Curtis of Concord, 
Mass. (1790-1807). This girandole 
type was originated by him and is 
ofven spoken ot as “America’s Most 
Beautiful Clock”, and as a ‘“‘Master- 
piece ot Design.” On July 12, 1816, 
he was granved a patent on an im- 
provement on the Willard patent of 
1802. His cases were generally more 
ornate and even more beautiful than 
Willard’s. 

Vhe movement is eight day, weight 
driven and is a very accurate time- 
keeper. it ranks well in every respect 
‘with the Simon Willard banjo clocks, 
one of which is shown following this 
one. 


Illustration No. 18. Here is a fine 
specimen of a Simon Willard banjo 
ciock. One can hardly imagine any- 
thing more gracetul in design or with 
more pertect symmetry or beauty. I 
have not yet been aple to acquire one 
ot these graceful clocks and | am liv- 
ing for the day when one similar to 
this one, or the preceding one, finds 
its way into my collection and my 
heart. 

The movement of the banjo clock, 
patented by Simon Willard in 1802, 
is unique and a masterpiece of sim- 
plicity. The train is composed of three 
gear wheels and the escape wheel. 
he verge is peculiar to this move- 
ment and is of the near dead beat 
type. Like all of the old banjo type 
clocks, it has no strike chain and is a 
timekeeper only. Two very good il- 
lustrations of this movement can be 
found in Brooks Palmer’s “The Book 
of American Clocks,” plates No. 137 
and 1388. 


Clocks made by Simon Willard, of 
any type, are among the most desired 
of all early American antiques and 
some of them have commanded al- 
most fabulous prices. This is as it 
should be since these pieces rate one 
hundred percent by the six factors 
that I consider in evaluating an an- 
tique. These six factors are: age, rar- 
ity, quality of design, quality of work- 
manship, artistic merit and usability. 
If you measure this specimen, you 
cannot fail a perfect score.

Many of the songs recorded byf 


Alda were of the popular typ, but 
her serious numbers are as rav shing 
as anything she ever sang. Her “Oh, 
si les Fleurs,” “Morgen” and “Tes 
Yeux” bring on a delicious sinking 
feeling that makes one wish the song 
would never end. 


Of Alda’s electricals, outside of the 
exciting La Cena delle Beffe record§ 


ings, the best are her Maori songs, 
two melodies of the primitive Maori 
people of New Zealand, that Alda 
heard while on a concert tour. They 
were her favorites and she even used 
a bar from one of them as the intro 
duction to her radio _ broadcasts, 
Languorous, fascinating, and save for 
some deficiency in pitch, they are 
most delightfully sung. 

For the last, I’d like to comment 
on two of Frances Alda’s unpublished 
recordings which she played for me— 
her Carmen duet with Caruso and 
Suzel’s lament from L’Amico Fritz. 

“Parle-moi de ma mere,” notwith- 
standing its extreme desirability from 
a collector’s standpoint, is definitely 
not representative of either Alda’s or 
Caruso’s vocal best and, moreovel, 
suffers from a much _ accelerated 
tempo and over-condensation of 4 
misguided attempt to fit the piece on 
a single 12-inch disc. The customary 
cuts were all made and, most regret: 
tably, Micaela’s lovely Tu vas, m’ & 
t-elle dit is also omitted up to Et tu 
lui diras. 

The other unpublished, however, 
the “Non mi resta che il pianto,” is 
on a par with her best on records. 
Poignantly delivered, it truly echoes 
the love ery of the despairing Suze. 
Why it was never published will re 
main one of those mysteries of whieh 
the vaults of the recording companies 
abound, Fortunately, this may soon be 
corrected for Alda told me that she 
had finallly given to the RCA her 
consent for the release of her Carmen 
duet with Caruso, together with some 
of her other unpublished recordings. 

Came time to leave. As the cal 
pulled away Alda waved with 4 
friendly smile. I again looked over het 
beautiful place and felt a deep admir, 
ation for this great woman. And no¥ 
that she is gone, I wonder whethe 
she did succeed, as she hoped, 
transmitting her priceless heritage 0 
the noble school of Marchesi to some 
one gifted with the requisite under 
standing, ability and urge to use an 
pass on her profound knowledge. 
sincerely hope so, but knowing th 
human nature of our day—I doubt it.

Notes on the 
History of Embroidery 


From “Embroidery and Lace’, by Ernest Lefebvre, Lippincott, 1889. 


Like other arts, embroidery in 
France and elsewhere during the six- 
teenth century was dominated by 
Italian influence. 

Italy, of all countries that were 
engaged in weaving industries, was 
the most proficient; from Sicily to 
Genca, Milan and Venice, every town 
more or less had its workrooms for 
weaving flax, cotton, and especially 
silk. 

Genoa and Venice were the principle 
Eurepean ports for trade in silks from 
the evant. Both in Sicily and Lom- 
bardy silk-worm nurseries (“magnan- 
eries’) were started, and agriculture 
was successfully pursued. Lucca gold 
threads rivalled those of Cyprus, 
| whilst Milanese needles were reckoned 
as good as those from Damascus. Cir- 
therefore concurred in 
making Italy a principal centre for 
beautiiul textiles. 

The court of the popes, at the times 
of such pontiffs as Julius II de la 
Rovere, Leo X dei Medici, and Paul 
III dei Farnesi, became the rallying 
point of the best artists and handi- 
craftsmen. And at the hands of the 
popes, the Venetian doges, and dukes 
of Florence, Milan, and Ferrara, there 
was no lack of constant orders for im- 
portant works, which kept the Italian 
embroiderers unceasingly employed. 

The execution was carried to a very 
hign aegree of fimish. The smallest 
details were solicitously cared for by 
the embroiderers, and the perfection 
of work compiled with the exactions 
of consumers possessing a love for 
artistic productions. The fiat tints of 
the Middle Ages were whuily inade- 
quate for embroideries, which were 
required to be as subtle as paintings 
in delicate tones and imperceptible 
blendings of colours. Gradation of 
colours for threads, etc., was carried 
as far as possible, split stitches of 
minute size were employed for render- 
ing with artful effect undulating con- 
tours and skin textures in figure sub- 
jects, and these were carried to exag- 
geration, when with questionable pro- 
priety embroiderers called in the aid 
of the paint brush to second the work 
of their needles. 

Variety in embroideries was inex- 
haustible. Venetians, noted for skill 
in glass-werk of all sorts, embroidered 
with coloured glass beads, much in 
the manner of the ancient Egyptians. 
To some extent these bead embroider- 
les may be likened to mosaics made 


with little tessere. At the South 
Kensington Museum some few re- 
markable specimens are to be seen. 
But they are scarcely commendable 
from the artistic point of view, not- 
withstanding a certain gayness of ef- 
fect in them. A few little beads and 
pearls can no doubt be happily intro- 
duced into certain portions of em- 
broideries, whereas work exclusively 
done with them is usually unworthy 
of consideration from any high stand- 
point of criticism. Their weight loads 
the stuff on to which they are worked, 
and necessarily gives it a disagree- 
able rigidity. The least accident al- 
most may break the thread holding 
them, with the result that they fall 
off and leave bare spaces in the em- 
broidery. Any analogy this beadwork 
may have with mosaic inlaying en- 
forces the reservation of anything in 
the nature of mosaic work to its 
special purpose in connection with 
architecture, and demonstrates also 
that the flexible nature of a textile is 
incompatible with any modification 
of a decorative process thoroughly 
suited to flat, rigid, wall surfaces. 

From one end of Europe to the 
other Italian styles of embroidery 
were more or less imitated. 

In 1551 the Parisian Corporation of 
Embroiderers issued a notice that, 
“for the future the colouring in repre- 
sentations of nude figures and faces 
should be done in three or four grada- 
tions of carnation dyed silk, and not 
as formerly with white silks.” 

Artists of distinction were not 
above making and supplying designs 
for embroidery. Vasari relates that 
Perino del Vaga made drawings of 
eight subjects from the life of St. 
Peter for embroideries upon a cope 
for Pope Paul VIII. 

Raphael himself paid some atten- 
tion to designs for embroidery, and in 
Paris is a specimen worked from a 
design which he made in compliance 
with an order from Francis I. It is 
an oval medallion preserved in the 
Cluny Museum. Originally it was part 
of a set of furniture embroideries 
done upon a golden ground, which 
consisted of coverings and hangings 
for a bed, four arm-chairs, eighteen 
folding-stools, a table-cover, a fire- 
screen, and a canopy for “the coron- 
ation chamber.” This chamber ‘was 
decorated with forty subjects, repre- 
senting episodes in the history of the 
Jews, and set within panels or car- 
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touches, surrounded by many figures. 
These magnificent embroideries were 
in later years given to the abbey of 
St. Denis, where they were kept until 
the Revolution. Then, alas! they were 
destroyed, and nought remains of 
them but the solitary fragment in the 
Cluny Museum. This measures .80 
metre in width and .50 metre in 
height. Upon it is depicted the scene 
of the Israelites dancing in a plain 
round the golden calf, which sur- 
mounts a silver column. In the back- 
ground to the left is Moses receiving 
the tables of the Law; on the right 
are the Israelitish tents. The action 
of the figures is portrayed with great 
grace, whilst the whole composition 
reflects a masterly execution. It is 
much to be regretted that this em- 
broidery of first-class historical im- 
portance is in a bad state of preser- 
vation. A book published in Paris in 
1775, entitled the “Richesses Tirees 
du Tresor de l’Abbaye de Saint 
Denis,” contains a complete descrip- 
tion of “the Coronation Chamber,” 
with its forty medallions of em- 
broidery. 

Many French inventories include 
mentions of “embroidered pictures.” 
In that of Charles V. there is one of 
“a picture of embroidery, with a por- 
trait of “Monseigneur le Dauphin” 
mounted on a black horse, driving it 
with a stick which he holds in his 
hand.”

EARLIEST AMERICAN 
LANDSCAPE EXHIBIT 


“Earliest American Landscapes, 
1700-1820”, a special exhibition that 
opened October 24 in the American 
Wing of The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, marks the first time that so 
large a group of American 18th and 
early 19th century landscape paint- 
ings has been shown to the public. 

Paintings from most of the original 
colonies . . . Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, New Hampshire, Vermont, New 
York, New Jersey, Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia ... are among 
the forty-three shown in the exhibi- 
tion. All but three were lent from 
private and public collections. By far 
the great majority are rare panel 
paintings. 

The exhibition covers nearly a cen- 
tury of the nation’s early history. A 
chart of Samuel Harrison’s land near 
Herring Bay, Maryland, painted be- 
tween 1716 and 1733, is believed to 
be the earliest work. The latest is 
Joseph B. Smith’s “John Street, New 
York, and The First Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in America,” dated about 
1817. 

Some of the artists represented are 
far better known for their portraits 
than for their landscapes. Among 
them is Benjamin West, the Ameri- 
can-born painter who became presi- 
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dent of the Royal Academy in Lon- 
don. His “Landscape With Cow” was 
painted about 1749-1752, before he 
went abroad. Others, like Jonathan 
Edes, Peter Cooper and Joseph 
Smith, are less well known today but 
were popular and successful in their 
time. A large number of paintings 
in the exhibition are unsigned, prob- 
ably the work of artistic jacks-of-all- 
trades who traveled through the col- 
onies executing commissions where 
they could find them. 

In skill, these early landscape 
artists working in the United States 
seldom rivaled even the ranking 
second-rate artists of the time abroad. 
However, as Abbott Lowell Cum- 
mings, Assistant in the Museum’s 
Department of American Art, points 
out in a special article on the exhibi- 
tion, “in forthright observation, ming- 
led with an often startling fancy, 
they produced many paintings that 
we may admire today for their decor- 
ative qualities, unexpected whimsy 
and pure fun.” 

Mr. Cummings adds that the exhi- 
hition makes it clear that American 
artists of the 18th century produced 
more landscapes than ‘was_ once 
thought to be the case. Many of the 
pictures displayed were painted on 
the panelled woodwork of early rooms 
and were therefore long inaccessible 
to the scholar and the public alike. 
Others have been redeemed from in- 
correct attributions to European 
artists. : 

Paintings in the exhibition are 
limited to those on canvas or wooden 
panels designed for the wall, over the 
mantel or for closing the fireplace 
opening during the summer months.

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In two instances, the decorated panels 
from Belle Mead, New Jersey, de. 
picting “Elijah and the Fiery Chariot 
and Vases of Flowers in the Dutch 
Manner”, and an overmantel panel 
from Lebanon County, Pennsylvania, 
the painted landscape on wood is 
shown in its original setting. 

While there were few limits to 
subject matter in these early land. 
scapes, the most popular was the 
“house portrait.” Typical of «uch 
paintings of a wealthy landowner’s 
mansion and outbuildings, his gariens 
and orchards — with diminutive fig- 
ures in the foreground to prcvide 
animation — is an unknown artist's 
“South-West Prospect of the Sez: of 
Colonel George Boyd at Portsmouth 
New Hampshire New England, 1774.” 

Scenes of cities, villages and streets, 
like George Beck’s “View of Balti- 
more from Howard Park” (c. 1796) 
and Peter Cooper’s “The South-Hast 
Prospect of the City of Philadelphia”, 
were very popular. Almost as much 
in demand were pictures of the hunt, 
marine views and pastoral scenes. 
One unknown artist is represented by 
a large fish extending the length of 
the panel and meticulously labeled: 
“March 8, 1736. 4 foot long. 2 foot 
round. And 35 pounds. NB. Without 
the spawn.” 

Among the principal lenders to the 
exhibition is Nina Fletcher Little of 
Brookline, Massachusetts. Her book, 
“American Decorative Wall Painting, 
1706-1850,” recently published, 
by Old Sturbridge, Inc., in association 
with the Crowell Publishing Company, 
contests the popular theory that 
colonial Americans before the Revolu- 
tionary War were unfamiliar with the 
art of landscape painting and 
points out that landscapes in the 
eighteenth century enjoyed widespread 
popularity throughout the colonies. 
Eleven of Mrs. Little’s early land- 
scapes are in the exhibition, and the 
majority of them are illustrated in 
her book. . 

Other lenders to the exhibition are: 

New England Historic Genealogical 
Society and the Bostonian Society, 
threugh the Society for the Preserva- 
tion of New England Antiquities, 
Boston, Massachusetts; Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, Williamsburg, Virginia; 
Worcester Historical Society, Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts; Fairfield His- 
torical Society, Fairfield, Connecti- 
cut; The Essex Institute, Salem, Mas- 
sachusetts; Mr. William P. Dudley, 
Exeter, New Hampshire; The Free 
Library of Philadelphia, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania; The Phillips Exeter 
Academy, Exeter, New Hampshire; 

The Historical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania; Mr. and Mrs. George Dobbin 
Penniman, Baltimore, Maryland; Miss 
Ethel M. Howell, Brooklyn, New York, 
through the Museum of the City of 
New York.

A Doll’s Fair 
of Another 
Century 


By CLARA HALLARD FAWCETT 


“A Merry Christmas for the sick 
little girls in the hospitals’”—so pro- 
claimed the editors of Wide Awake, 
a magazine for children published by 
D. Lothrop & Co. of Boston from 
July, 1875, to August, 1893. In the 
November, 1876 issue of the magazine 
the editors offered ten beautiful 
premiums for the ten best-cut and 
best-sewed suits of dolls’ clothing 
made by girls under fifteen years of 
age and sent in accordance with their 
published rules, the idea being that 
the dolls so dressed would be exhibited 
in Boston at a Dolls’ Fair, and then 
distributed to sick girls in hospitals 
throughout the country under the 
direction of a committee of examina- 
tion and award. 


In the same issue, patterns and 
directions for making were given for 
a doll’s chemise, petticoat, drawers, 
dress apron and sacque. Patterns 
supposed to be in thé front of the 
November, 1876 issue are missing in 
the copy at the Congressional Library 
in Washington, D. C., but explicit 
cutting and sewing directions are 
given by Madeline Huntington on 
page 817. She begins by saying “The 
frst thing we must manufacture for 
the young lady who is to visit the big 
Boston Doll Fair is a chemise.” The 
pattern was in two pieces, front and 
back alike, and a separate sleeve. A 
draw string at the neckline fitted it 
to the doll. Pattern for the petticoat 
aso was in two pieces, the front 
slanting, the back straight. Directions 
were given to put a hem in the top 
of the petticoat for a draw string to 
be put through, as in the case of the 
chemise and drawers. The latter also 
was a two-piece pattern. The little 
frock pattern, cut in five pieces, was 
for a Gabrielle with the comment, “A 
doll nearly always looks best in a 
Gabrielle dress.” Comment on _ the 
apron was “You have no idea how 
sweet. a doll looks in a little Swiss 
muslin apron.” 


In the January, 1877 issue of Wide 
Awake the fair was described as “A 
grand success,” and later an _ illus- 


trated pamphlet was published with a 
J sssotion of the ten prize dolls to- 
gether with a list of the winners in 
the contest.

Some of the stories of the children 
who costumed the dolls and the de- 
light of the small recipients were 
told in subsequent issues of the maga- 
zine. One such story told of the 
temptation of a little southern girl 
Syra Floyd, to keep the doll her 
mother had bought her to dress for 
charity. Syra struggled for weeks 
with the costume and finally, with 
scarcely any help, succeeded in en- 
hancing the beauty of a gorgeous 
French doll to such an extent that 
she couldn’t bear the thought of part- 
ing with it. 

The evening of the day Miss Lur- 
line—this was the name of the new 
doll—was completely ready to go on 
her long journey to Boston, Syra took 
the treasure for which she had 
labored so long to her own bed, 
leaving Edith her old favorite, in 
lonely seclusion. Miss Lurline was 
not the type to be cuddled and slept 
with, she was far too elegant, too 
high in the scale of the social doll 
world for that. Syra lay in fear of 
rolling over onto her dollship, Then 
she thought of Edith, deserted and 
neglected in the nursery, and remorse 
filled her young heart. Bright and 


early the next morning she tiptoed to 
the nursery, and caressing her old 
love said tenderly, “Edith dear, don’t 
you never feel envious to the doll I 
had last night! She was a missionary- 
doll, and she is gone now, gone up 
North to do good. I s’pect she’ll spend 
her life in some very poor place, and 
we must be glad she is so very beauti- 
ful, ‘cause in a poor place the 
beautifuller the better.” 

According to the story, it was a 
very poor place that Miss Lurline 
gladdened: The handsome toy went to 
Norah Nolan, a little lame girl in 
Chicago, whose last days on earth 
were made happier with the lovely 
doll. Norah did not know the name of 
the donor, but referred to her as S. 
F., initials pinned onto the under- 
garments of Miss Lurline. Quoting 
from the last paragraph in the story: 
“S. F., you did not get a prize; but 
you may know, for a sweet satisfac- 
tion, that each day loving Irish 
fingers (reference is made to the 
child’s mother) waved you a kiss of 
thanks for the blessed hours you gave 
to little Norah with your Christmas 
Doll.”

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“Diminutive Buttons” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


This name is usually given to the smallest buttons 
made, in whatever classification or material. Be- 
cause the term “Miniature” has other connotations, and 
the expression “very small” lacks distinction, “Diminu- 
tive”? and “Tiny” seem to be the words which best 
deszribe these Lilliputians of the button world. 

There may be “official” measurements for Diminu- 
tives — (but I am an “unofficial collector!) However, 
cohimon sense indicates that a “diminutive” button should 
not be more than three eighths — or possibly one half-an 
inch in diameter, at the outside. Of course, if one were 
secking “comparative” smallness, this limit could be 
raised: some types of buttons are never “very” small, 
ani an unusually petite specimen might be considered 
“tiny” by comparison. One might wish, for instance, to 
class as a Diminutive the smallest possible example of 
every available button type! But on the whole, three- 
eighths of an inch (ten millimeters) and under seems a 
reasonable size for “Tinies.” 

Because many of them depend upon color and glitter 
for their effectiveness, Diminutives, when presented in 
black and white, are not particularly impressive. But I 
have tried to select a representative assortment of the 
types which may most easily be found, in any general col- 
lection. Unless otherwise indicated, the drawings are 
made actual size. Measurements are in millimeters. 


No. 1 — Ball-shaped black metal, with metal shank. 
(4 mm.) 

No. 2 — “Jewel” (6 mm.) Conventional “Jewels” as 
small as this are not too plentiful, but brilliants in “Claw” 
and Tiffany settings are fairly easy to find, as are 
ball-shaped types and an occasional glass “Eye” button. 

No. 3—My smallest Glove button, here enlarged, but 
actually 7 mm. in diameter. 

No. 4 — One may specialize in tiny ceramic buttons: 
Ringers, Three-holers, plain and fluted Chinas. This black 
and white “Little Three-Eyes” (here enlarged) is 6 mm. 
across. 

No. 5 — Faceted Steels of this type come in several 
“diminutive” sizes. This one, drawn actual size, is 5 mm. 
in Diameter. 

No. 6 — A hunt through your accumulated pearl 
buttons will uncover many “Tinies,” white and smoky, 
four and two-holed. This concave iridescent Pearl is 
actually only 6 mm. across. 

No. 7 — The smallest Hard Rubber I could find: 
7 mm. across — too small to have a back mark. Brass 
shank. (Enlarged to show design.) 

No. 8 — Carved Vegetable Ivory, in natural and red. 
Metal shank. (7 mm.) 

o. 9 — I cannot swear that this is my tiniest Pearl 


(5 mm.) “but it is surely a leading candidate for that 
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honor. I often wonder what such buttons were used for: 
Babies’ clothes? — Dolls’ clothes? — Gloves? — Under- 
wear? Whatever their purpose, they couldn’t be much 
smaller and still be buttons! 

No. 10 — Amethyst glass, ball-shaped, with self- 
shank. (4 mm.) 

No. 11 — This cap button of the Royal Australian 
Artillery is my smallest “Uniform:” 11 mm., but here 
5 Convex with raised design. Reverse: “Stokes — 

elb.’ 

No. 12 — A Golden Age button, slightly enlarged. 
Too small for a back-mark, but probably made by 
Evans. I have smaller Golden Age buttons than this one 
(which is 9 mm.) but they have hit-or-miss designs and 
are less » amg 

No. — A “Dorset” thread button, greatly enlarged. 
It is eaaliy 6 mm. in diameter, and ‘still smaller ones 
may have been made in this pattern. (For information 
about Dorset and “High Top” buttons, see HOBBIES for 
February 1952.) 

No. 14 — Convex Black Glass with design in gold 
lustre. Brass shank. (6 mm.) 

No. 15 — Though not, strictly speaking, a “Tiny,” 
this is a very small Picture button, as Picture buttons go. 
I include it, enlarged, for comparative reasons, and to 
show how much “scenery” can be packed into ten milli- 
meters! 

No. 16 — Colored brilliant with brass “Claws” setting 
and shank. (5 mm.) 

No. 17 — Brass Anchor against a red celluloid back- 
ground, with brass border and self-shank. (10 mm.) 

No. 18 — One-piece gilt, (enlarged) enamelled in 
white, black, pink and green. (7 mm.) Small enamelled 
buttons are comparatively plentiful. Grouped together, 
they make a colorful showing. 

No. 19 — Brass “Tinies” about this size (5 mm.) are 
easy to find. Some, like this one, have loop shanks; others 
are one-piece with characteristic four-way shanks. Some 
have simple decorations. 

No. 20 — Most “Goofies” are too large for this classi- 
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fication. But this “Lady Bug” of opaque red glass with 
black spots is only nine millimeters long. 

No. 21 — Silvered ball button with four-way shank, 
Small as they are, there are many metal buttons of this 
type, varying in size, shape and ornamentation. 

No. 22 — Silver Lustre with self-shank. (7 mm.) 

No. 23 — Shoe buttons are among what might be 
called “semi-diminutives.” Few of them are beautiful, but 
they are interesting, in a way, and more varied than one 
might at first imagine. This Nail-head Shoe button is 
made of bone, with metal shank. (8 mm.) 

The greatest number vf Diminutives may be found 
among Peari, metal and ceramic buttons. They are rare 
among Horn (plain and Plastic), Wood, Composition, and 
Inlaid buttons. But every now and then one finds an un- 
usual Tiny, to prove, an exception to the rule. 

As I said before, I cannot quote, off hand the accepted 
dimensions for Diminutives, nor am I certain that even 
their name is “official.” (I have heard them referred to 
as Small, Medium Small, Very Small and Tiny; or even 
as Small, Smaller and Smallest!) But like other buttons, 
they are attractive and adaptable, whatever they may be 
called; and may be grouped according to taste and avail- 
ability. Personally, I like to mount my “Tinies” together; 
and I sometimes group the three-eighth to one-half inch 
buttons as “small” metal, Pearl or Black Glass. 

Diminutives seem to like company, and should not be 
too ‘widely separated. They look well mounted on small 
cards. Even on a nine by twelve card, they seem happiest 
when kept fairly close together with a wide margin 
around them. They may be mounted in patterns; or 
“fenced in” with delicate lines; or given a background of 
unobtrusive lattice-work in gilt or silver, black, white or 
gray. Such treatment helps “hold them together. is 

But these are suggestions only. I still feel that every 
collector should be free to suit himself, where his hobby 
is concerned. Uniformity is all very well for some things, 
and in some places. But hobbies, I think, thrive on varicty 
—and the more variety, the better!

IN TIBET 


The varieties of services performed 
by USIS are almost limitless, as il- 
histrated by the following letter from 
a woman in Pennsylvania, dated 
April 26, 1952 and addressed to “USIS, 
American Embassy, Lhasa, Tibet”. It 
found its way to USIS Calcutta as the 
nearest substitute early in July. 

“TI wonder if you would do me a 
favor — one that would mean a lot 
to me. . 

“Recently I started, just for the 
fun of it, a collection of buttons. It 
has turned into a fascinating hobby, 
for I now have in my collection a few 
buttons from famous and interesting 
people and places. Could you please 
tell me how I cculd get a button from 
Tibet — where I could write? 

“T hope some day to pass my collec- 
tion down to my grandchildren, and 
am trying tc make it as interesting 
as possible. If you could help me in 
any way, I would appreciate it so 
much.” 

Although some wondered whether 
Tibetans even wore buttons, Informa- 
tion Assistant Doris A. Hunter sent a 
personal letter to a friend in Kalim- 
pong — an English woman who haa 
spent at least the first 15 years of 
her life in Gyantse, Tibet. It brought 
generous results. Three different 
Tibetan buttons were received accom- 
panied by an explanation: “The cloth 
one is used most; the silver one is 
made from a Tibetan coin; the brass 
one is made in China and used by 
Tibetans ever since I remember .. .”

Not a drum was heard, not a funeral 


note, 
As his corpse to the rampart was 
hurried, 
But he lay like a warrior taking his rest, 
With his martial cloak around him. 
WOcFE—The Burial of Sir John Moore. 

Early English hearses were moun- 
tains of petrifying gloom. The bodies 
were cumbersome, heavy and very 
black, with no glittering French plate 
nor silver ornaments. On top were 
from six to eight three-story plumes, 
presenting a forest of waving gloom. 
Often the pall-bearers were perched 
among these, dressed in solid black, 
with heavy bands of mourning around 
their hats and down their backs. 

The driver was similarly attired. 
Accompanying the hearse was one or 
two coaches. These were mourning 
carriages, built ‘with all the trappings 
of woe. The procession was formed 
of all sorts of vehicles, from the hack 
to the buck-board. None except the 
mourning coaches were permitted in 
line, and the coaches sped through 
the London streets at a smart trot. 

In the country, processions of 
friends preceded the hearse, wearing 
bands of mourning streaming from 
their hats. First, came the doctor, 
then the apothécary, then the under- 
taker. By his side was the draper who 
sold the material for the mourning 
weeds, and next six pall-bearers, who 
did not bear the body, says J. M. 
Bailey in his England from a Back- 
Window, 1879. 

The body was borne by men hired 
by the undertaker and friends of the 
deceased brought up the rear. The 
hearse did not pass into the church- 
yard. 

It has been said of the undertaker 
that he was master of the ceremonies 
at the burial and mourning assemblies, 
grand marshall at funeral proces- 
sions, and the only true yeoman of 
the body, over which he excercised a 
dictatorial authority from the moment 
the breath had taken leave of it, to 
its final commitment to the earth. 

He ordered the fashion of the 
clothes, was designer and bedmaker 
to the dead, providing pillows that 
never rumpled, and the day of inter- 
ment was’ the day on which he dis- 
played the mysteries of his art. 

He, himself, was of sad counte- 


nance, as with his wand, he calcu- 


lated the depth of the earth at which 
the bones of the deceased ‘were to 
rest, lastly casting in dust to dust, 
kis final charge. 

The coffin was of plain oak, the 
national wood for every use, and 
there was no rough box, as they were 
seldom used. Coffins cost 50 shil- 
lings, ana all boxes were made after 
the style of the 18th century. Coun- 
try undertakers were often carpen- 
ters and had no stock on hand. 

In Sterling, Scotland, is said to be 
recorded on the wall of an old church, 
a list of rates for interment in the 
graveyard. 

For a hearse ‘with 4 horses 


(including gravedigging) $7.50 
For a hearse with 2 horses (in-

On shoulders (including grave- 

digging) 6.52 
On spokes (under 12 years) 2.00

In Norfolk County a hearse and 
coach combined was used, the place 
for the coffin being at the front and 
a place in the rear provided for four 
mourners. Everyone attending a fun- 
eral was required to wear black and 
che body was frequently kept a week 
instead of the traditional three days. 

In another section a “carryall” 
suitable for carrying 20 people was 
used. This had a platform under- 
neath, slung to the axles, which was 
provided for carrying the body. This 
was called a “funeral bus.” 

Funeral scarabs inscribed with a 
magic charm quoted from the Book 
of the Dead ‘were part of the Egypt- 
ian funeral rites. In the elaborate 
preparation of a mummy, the heart 
was removed, and a scarab substi- 
tuted. If the dead were of high rank, 
the scarab was a ruby or some other 
precious stone. These were thought 
to be fees for the soul to pay to keep- 
ers of the other world. 

The Kheptra or Keheper was the 
name for the sacred beetle, coming 
from the deity Kehperi, who typified 
the rew rising sun, and the emerging 
of the beetle from the ground repre- 
sented the soul leaving the body and 
ascending to Heaven. 

American colonists followed the 
English custom of distributing gifts 
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at funerals, such as gloves and scar‘s, 
The scarf must be a length of cloth 
big enough to make a shirt. 

In his diary Pepys gives the Eng- 
lish version of the custom of distrib- 
uting memorial Rings. Judge Samuel 
Sewall of Boston, gives the account 
in his diary of November 12, 1687 of 
rings being given at the funeral of 
one Mrs. Eliza Scoffin, after return- 
ing from the grave. The custom of 
giving funeral rings grew to such 
an extent that it was necessary to 
curb it by law. 

On the death of George Washing- 
ton, the country was flooded with 
lockets, rings, pins, each having a 
little painting of Grief, symbolized 
by a dejected maiden weeping over 
his tomb, on them. In his will he left 
directions for the distribution of 
memorial rings to his two sisters-in- 
law, Hannah Washington and Mildred 
Washington, and two friends Eleanor 
and Hannah Washington of Hayfield, 
to be purchased for the amount of 
$100 each. 

For the most part, rings and other 
jewelry was made to order by a free- 
lance goldsmith. After the war of 
76, jewelry making became a busi- 
ness, and shops were opened where 
ready-to-wear jewelry could be pur- 
chased. The first shop of this kind 
is believed to have been opened in 
Newark, N. J., about the period from 
1790-95, by a man named Hinsdale. In 
these shops people could buy rings 
inscribed with the words “in memory 
of”, with a blank space provided for 
the name and date of death.

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CABINETMAKING IN AMERICA 
DURING THE SEVENTEENTH & EIGHTEENTH CENTURIES 


THE QUEEN ANNE 


Although Queen Anne came to the 
throne of England in 1702, it is doubt- 
ful whether the so-cailed Queen Anne 
furniture appeared in the colonies 
much before her death in 1714, and 
even then the acceptance and develop- 
ment of this style proceeded slowly. 
During the colonial period in our 
country, there was always a definite 
time lag of many years — sometimes 
as much as twenty-five or thirty — 
between style periods in America and 
the mother country. This is well un- 
derstood when we realize the slowness 
of communication, constant though it 
was in this early eighteenth century, 
and that furniture was not brought 
over in quantities, especially in the 
northern colonies. In the southern 
colonies, the time lag was always 
much less. The Queen Anne, however, 
continued to be the major style until 
the advent of Chippendale, practically 
uninfluenced by the heavy ornate 
furniture made in England between 
the Queen’s death and the rise of the 
Chippendale style, except perhaps in 
Philadelphia. Even then the Colonial 
craftsmen did not give up the Queen 
Anne forms too easily. They liked the 
style and their clients continued to 
want it. 


This Queen Anne furniture marked 
the development from the heavy, 
underbraced style of the earlier per- 
iods and was a forward step in refine- 
ment and comfort. The Dutch in- 
fluence still potent at the beginning 
of the period, declined steadily, and 
as it declined, workmanship improved. 


The chair is probably the most 
representative piece of furniture of 
this period. The tall, uncomfortable 
chair of the previous eras ‘was 
replaced by one of moderate 
height with a smooth cabriole leg, 
used with a Spanish foot and under- 
bracing, — survivals from the prev- 
ious period. As the years advanced,

however, the underbracing was aban- 
dened and the cabriole leg became 
sturdier, to carry the extra weight, 
and was used with the claw and ball, 
the paw and the club foot. 

In England at this period the fur- 
niture 'was almost entirely of walnut. 
In the colonies many other woods sur- 
passed this in popularity although we 
find much fine furniture made of wal- 
nut around Philadelphia as well as 
some examples in New England. How- 
ever, about three times as much furni- 
ture was made of oak, maple, cherry, 
fruitwoods, and pine as of walnut. 

The carved cockleshell motif and 
the cabriole leg are characteristic of 
the furniture of the Queen Anne style. 
This cabriole leg was an adaptation of 
the S scroll or cyma curve (this curve 
is also found on aprons, mirrors, table 
tops, and chair backs) and _ had 
reached England by way of Holland 
from the Orient. 

The cockleshell motif was used on 
the knees of the cabriole legs, as 
cresting of chair backs, in the middle 
of drawers and aprons. Chair backs 
were narrow, with solid  fiddle- 
shaped splat. Toward the end of the 
period the chair backs become more 
elaborate, as did furniture generally. 
Slats were usually veneered, a process 
introduced by the Dutch but now used 
in England and in America for the 
first time in the making of chairs. 
Marquetry and inlay ‘were no longer 
as fashionable as previously although 
lacquering was still occasionally used. 
As the period advanced, gilt gesso 
was used to decorate the backs and 
legs of some chairs and settees and

fine gilding was popular. The cabinet- 
makers, however, used veneering to a 
great extent to beautify their furni- 
ture, and the effects obtained from 
this use during the Queen Anne per- 
iod have never been surpassed. The 
figured walnut veneers most common- 
ly used were burl, oyster, and crotch. 


With the disappearance of the bed 
from the parlor, it became the most 
important piece of furniture in. the 
chamber, and during this period it 
had tall, slender posts supporting a 
tester. Wing chairs became more 
comfortable and much upholstery was 
used. In the early part of the period 
drop-leaf tables with cabriole legs re- 
placed the former space-saving trestle 
and the gate-leg types. Candlestands, 
tea tables, folding card tables, wail 
mirrors, tall clocks, highboys, low- 
boys, desks, chests of drawers, many 
kinds of chairs, settees, and the 
roundabcut chair with turned or cabri- 
ole legs were all important. 


During the first half of this 
eighteenth century the number of 
cabinetmakers in all the colonies was 
increasing and a great deal of furni- 
ture in the popular Queen Anne style 
was being made. Yet to a large de- 
gree individual cabinetmakers did not 
become so important as they did 
shortly after the turn of the century 
when we find definite schools of fur- 
niture makers known today for their 
outstanding work. One of these 
schools, the Philadelphia group of 
workmen who became so closely as- 
sociated with the Chippendale style of 
furniture after 1760, was evidently 
already in existence and making fur- 
niture in the Queen Anne style since 
particularly fine examples of the 
American Queen Anne were made in 
Philadelphia. William Savery who 
was born in 1721 was already working 
in Philadelphia by the turn of the 
century.

Made in Philadelphia in early 18th cen- 
tury. This has an interesting oblong top 
with outset tongue-shaped front corners 
of unusual contour; front with five small 
drawers in two banks, between fluted 
and canted pilasters; cabriole legs carved 
with scallop shells at Knees and ending 
in claw-and-ball feet.

Compare this lowboy with other illus- 
trated. Although tnis was also made in 
America in tne early 18th century, it is 
much less sophisticated than the claw- 
and-ball foot lowboy. This piece is 
veneered in figured walnut and banded. 
It has small engraved bat’s wing brass- 
es; elaborately shaped and cockbeaded 
apron hung with turned acorn pendants, 
on cavriole legs with club feet.

In Charleston, South Carolina, we 
find Thomas Legaré in 1739 as joiner 
and coffin maker. 

In Newport, R. I., Job Townsend 
(1699-1765) had a cabinet shep with 
his brother Christopher and _ they 
made good furniture in the Queen 
Anne tradition. Later John Goddard 
married Job’s daughter Hannah and 
it was he who became famous as the 
maker of wonderful Chippendale 
block-front secretaries, desks, bureaus, 
and highboys. 

Nothing had more influence upon 
furniture making than the introduc- 
tion of mahogany. In America there 
are records to prove that this beauti- 
ful wood was used as early as 1708 
if not earlier, some twenty-five years 
sooner than in England. Because of 
this early use of mahogany in the col- 
cnies, we never had the “Wainut Era” 
as in England.

practically never of silver. The gold 
they used was so pure it was flexible, 
and could be made into rings that 
were easily opened. These could be 
made into a flexible chain or used for 
“ring-money.” 

The pin has gone through many 
stages of evolution, beginning with a 
gold wire bent into some form re- 
sembling the safety-pin. The Roman 
fibula, a two-piece brooch consisted 
of a pin on a hinge and a bow. The 
Celtic brooch was a long pin and ring. 

The earliest mention cf the Gold- 
smiths’ Guild of England dates 
from 1180. By 1157 the guild was 
able to erect the Hall of the Gold- 
smiths’ Co. in London. 

In Florence by the 14th centurv 
the Guild of Workers in Gold and 
Silver was important, and the school 
for training was a _ long-drawn-out 
process, covering many years. 

During the Oriental Plague known 
as the Black Death, many stones were 
engraved as amulets against the dis- 
ease, although no precious gem or 
magic talisman had the power to cure 
it. 

Among the upper classes, where the 
dwellings were spacious, and there 
were many servants, countless locks 
and keys were necessary. Attached 
to the girdle was a purse and a knife. 
Sometimes it’ was of silver, perhaps 
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a flat chain decorated with enamel 
and studded with gems, fastened by 
an elaborate clasp. Other ornaments 
included the mirror, a fan, and a 
pomander containing perfume or cos- 
metics. 

Tiny books, usually devotional in 
character, were jewels in themselves. 
One belonging to Queen Elizabeth 
measured 214x2 inches, and its cover 
was gold decorated with various 
colors of enamel, and set with a shell 
cameo. Another of her girdle pen- 
dants was a “rounde clock fullie garn- 
a with dyamonds hanging there- 
at.’ 

Pearls were in vogue in this reign, 
and miiady’s hair was twined with 
them. It was the fashion for men to 
wear a single large pear-shaped pearl 
dangling from one ear. 

After her death in 1603, the flood 
tide of jewels in Europe began to 
recede. 

When James I, her successor in- 
herited the Crown Jewels, on the list 
was “A fayre Flower, with three great 
ballaces, in the myddest a great 
pointed dyamonde, and three greate 
perles fixed, with a fayre great perle 
pendante, called The Brethren.” This 
was a historical pendant made for 
Charles the Bold and was added to 
the Crown Jewels, by Henry VIII. 
Elizabeth kept this piece intact, but 
records show it was given to the court 
jeweler, George Heriot, during the re- 
modeling fever, and that he refash- 
ioned it in 1623. 

The famous peacock throne so nam- 
ed because of a great jeweled bird 
above it, was the throne of Shah Jehen. 
Its body was made of gold and was 
studded with precious stones. From 
its breast hung a huge ruby pendant 
and a pear-shaped pearl. 


Toward the end of the third millen- 
nium, jewelry making reached a high 
peak, and became more colorful than 
ever before. Glass had arrived. 


Previously when the goldsmith 
wished to add color to his jewelry, 
he inlaid the gold with bits of sard, 
turquoise or lapis lazuli, grinding 
them into the desired shape by rub- 
bing them against each other and fit- 
ting them into a metal base. Glass 
required no such labor and could be 
fashioned into patterns rimmed with 
gold which could scarcely be told from 
stone inlay. 


Another form Egyptians of the 12th 
Dynasty used, was that made famous 
in the Middle Ages by glass workers 
of Venice, known by the Italian name 
Millefiori, meaning thousand flowers. 


The Phoenicians were adventurous 
and learned from the Egyptians the 
art of making glass, casting bronze, 
and soldering gold to gold to shape 
metal into jewelry. Ladies had their 
ears pierced along the rims as well as 
at the Iche, thus enabling them to 
wear gold rings in the edges of their 
ears. A drop-pendant tinkled like a 
bell as she moved about. 


Olive skinned Etruscans’ wore 
quantities of jewelry. Dull red car- 
nelian from their own river beds was 
popular, iid SO was amber.

Much loving searching has_ been 
necessary to gather together such a 
fine representation of the ancient art 
of the vase. The collection has been 
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display at the World’s Antique 
Mart in the Lightner Memorial Build- 


B ing, Chicago, for the past few weeks, 


where it has attracted much attention. 
Early man, as evidenced by the 
tombs, had great reverence for the 
yase. Excavations have turned up 
some of the specimens buried as 
mementoes with the dead. An exca- 
yation in Athens a few years ago 
revealed that seven different types of 
vases were buried with the corpse. 

On down through history, manufac- 
turers of glass and ceramics ware 
have found the vase in great demand. 
Asice from the utilitarian value as a 
holder of flowers and _ decorative 
items, it is as decorative in most in- 
stances as a painting or print. 

Collectors of vases when reading 
the history of their hobby, cannot fail 
to be inspired by one of the earlier 
collectors of vases. He was Sir Wil- 
liam Hamilton, who was for some 
time English Ambassador at Naples. 
He formed there a large collection of 
Greek and Roman antique specimens, 
mostly painted vases from the early 
toms in Southern Italy and Etruria. 

He brought this particular collec- 
tion back to England and ‘was per- 
suaded to part with it by the British 
Museum, who purchased it and placed 
it on display. A Frenchman recorded 
this collection in a four volume 
edition. 

By this time, Hamilton was very 
much intrigued with the lore and de- 
sign of the vase and he proceeded to 
form a second collection, most of 
which was lost at sea. However, a 
record of the collection had been pre- 
served by one Tischbein, “Vases d’ 
Hamilton,” in four volumes. As a re- 
sult of this collection, many English 
noblemen formed collections, and the 
—s of the vase was firmly estab- 
lished.

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THE THIMBLE 


An old record tells us that the 
thimble was a Dutch invention, and 
that it was first taken to England in 
1695 by John Lofting. He at once 
began to manufacture that small use- 
ful article at Islington near London, 
with great profit to himself, and a 
truly useful protector to the fingers 
of the seamstresses in that age of 
fine needlework. 

Its name originated from the words 
thumb and bell, and it was known 
first as thumble as it was originally 
worn on the thumb. 

Thimbles were first made of 
brass and iron, but later of steel, 
silver, gold, horn, ivory, and even pearl 
and glass. Some very beautiful ones 
were exquisitely carved, of pearl, 
and bound with gold, and the end also 
of gold. Those pearl thimbles were 
as costly and even prettier than those 
made entirely of gold. 

A queen-consort of Siam owned a 
thimble shaped like a lotus bud, as 
that was the royal flower of the 
country, and almost everything about 
the court bore the impression of the 
lotus in some degree. This thimble 
was of gold thickly studded with dia- 
monds that were so arranged as to 
form the lady’s name and date of her 
marriage. It was a bridal gift from 
the king who had seen the American 
and English ladies using thimbles, and 
took this opportunity to introduce 
them to his people. 

As curiosities there were once 
made thimbles of lava from Mt. 
Vesuvius,but these were easily brok- 
en because of their extreme fragility 
and brittleness. Other thimbles were 
composed of asphaltum from the 
Dead Sea, and there was even one 
made from a fragment of the old 
elm tree at Cambridge, Mass., under 
which General George Washington 
stood when he took command of the 
United States Army in July, 1775.

We. write this paragraph as the 
sun sinks over the horizon. Novem- 
ber 4, 1952. Today we have discarded 
thousands of good men and women 
like a pile of old shoes dumped at the 
roadside. We have no further use for 
them. They are so much junk. 

We shall not know until morning 
whether the half soled shoes of a 
governor or the shiny boots of a gen- 
eral are on top of the heap. We do 
know that the franchise of nearly half 
of the American people is buried un- 
der that heap of rubbish for the next 
two to four years. For that time, 
nearly half of America will be citi- 
zens without a voice. 

If we stop to examine that pile of 
old shoes in the morning we shall 
find that most of them are of good 
material and good workmanship, and 
that most of them are not even soiled. 
Is there not some use we could make 
of them? Could we not use them 
somehow as “second best.” There 
must be some use we could make of 
the appointed voices of nearly half 
of the people. Gould we not use them 
informally at least to register syste- 
matically the voice of the people from 
time to time on certain issues? Near- 
ly half of the people have a right to 
be heard from time to time. 

Around the council fires of very 
early Americana the Indians of the 
tribe gathered to express their opin- 
ions and jointly make their decision. 
They observed majority rule, but with 
definite compromise for the opinions 
of any large minority. They gave to 
no one the “spoils” of victory, and no 
chief was given long continuing arbi- 
trary power. Another council fire 
could light the prairie the next night 
or in the next moon. They did not 
disfranchise themselves for long 
periods. 

In the town meetings of early 
Americana the citizens all attended, 
expressed their views and made their 
majority choice for a period, but with 
the full understanding that further 
advice would be provided from time 
to time in other town meetings. 

The founding fathers carried this 
principle of town meeting majority 


rule into the federation they formed 
to take care of post offices and post 
roads, issue uniform money, provide 
common defense, and deal as a unit 
with foreign governments and with 
Indian tribes. Instead of discarding 
all old shoes they tried giving the 
second man at the polls the second 
place in the public business, but found 
that was not exactly the right answer. 
Then ‘with the deadly feud between 
Adams and Jefferson, the founding 
fathers went in for politics and for- 
got their job of statesmanship which 
was to guarantee a continuing right 
of franchise for each citizen, as ef- 
fective as it had been around the 
council fire of the Indian or in the 
town meeting. The “spoils” system 
was soon to appear, and much later 
the bunk about the “mandate.” 

We exercised our “franchise” to- 
day and put all of the little crosses 
in the proper little squares. We did 
it, as you did, as a peculiar intense 
gesture of appreciation for this right 
to be heard. It was a mixture of in- 
tense pleasure and sacred duty to 
preserve this right for all who are to 
come. 


But we were not fooled, any more 
than you or Aunt Molly or Uncle 
Peter were fooled, by all of the pre- 
election ballyhoo about the value of 
“your vote.” We knew that our vote 
for any candidate meant absolutely 
nothing at all if the other fellow got 
three more votes — or three less 
votes — than our man did. If each 
of us felt, as we put the cross in the 
square, “I am appointing this man 
as my continuing voice for a certain 
period for a certain purpose of gov- 
ernment,” we would take more inter- 
est and care. We would not have to 
be coaxed and cajoled to the polls. 
Our franchise would not lapse. Our 
voice could always be heard, our vote 
counted. 


The great minority problem in the 
United States is neither a minority 
of race nor creed. It is the great 
minority of the electorate. Such a 
minority can not be permitted to rule. 
But until some better system of pre- 
serving their voice is perfected, we 
can not approximate the basic democ- 


racy of the council fire or the town 
meeting. 

Should we not plan some way to 
get some good out of our old shoes? 
Our present system. makes of our 
public men gamblers for high stakes 
rather than true representatives of 
all of the people. 


November 5, 1952. 


We 
always have liked him. He is so much 
like you and me and Andy Gump. We 
can understand him. 

He can tell a whopper at a whistle 
stop and grin and forget it all the 
next day. If anyone calls him a panty 
waist ne can tell them what a great 
big this and that they are as well as 
anyone in the river blocks below 
Eighth in Kansas City. He gets a big 
swelled head at times even as you or 
I would under the circumstances. 

He happened into a haberdashery 
business just at a time when no one 
could run such a business and not go 
broke. He happened into this national 
business, when no one could run it and 
not go broke, But he could look at 
the shelves and praise the merchan- 
dise in either case. 

When he got mixed up with this 
great big world that he had only seen 
in his school geography books, he 
did as many fool things as you or! 
might have done. 

But the stubborn cuss worked hard- 
er on that job than you or 1 do m 
ours. He had an underlying streak of 
honesty and frankness underneath 
that ward heeler exterior. There wai 
not a one among us who thought more 
of these United States. No one ever 


tried harder to be the kind of pres:# 
dent the school book historians write 


about. No one ever had a more sincere 
interest in you and me and Tom ant 
Dick and the other Harry. 

Mamie and Ike will step into the 
White House with two strikes agains 
them, First, there are tons and tons of 
conquering hero confetti that have 
fallen on Ike’s head, enough to softel 
the brain of many men and give them!

instance, in her book, Mrs. Fawcett 
tells about paper figures and paper 
toys being used in Europe as early as 
the fifteenth century. There were 
even activated paper dolls used at 
that time. If only those eariier 
models could have been preserved, 
what a rich history it would make in 
the development of costume and cus- 
toms. Unfortunately, not many of the 
paper dolls of earlier times have been 
preserved. However, it is possible 
through advertising, for anyone in- 
terested in paper dolls or costumes to 
build up a fair collection of dolls. 
Mrs. Fawcett also states that some 
of these paper dolls still extant are 
in very good condition because moth- 
ers often did not allow the children 
to play with them, as children do to- 
day, but could only look at them. 
Therefore, more of them have been 
preserved than one might expect.

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new models we have in production or 
well along in the blueprint stage. We 
guess that they have reduced their 
war potential by too much “defense” 
production too soon. (And we guess 
that another country may do the same 
thing before it is through). 

We also guess that their “one 
world” expansion has added “allies” 
with several hundred million mouths 
to feed that are more of a drain on 
their industry than they are worth as 
supporters, or as a marketing area. 

Anyone can guess the wishful 
thinking in their prediction that the 
Western world will decide to fight 
each other instead of them, and the 
hope that such a statement will pro- 
mote a bit more discord — which it 
probably will. 

We have glorified the Russians far 
too much. We have built up the legend 
that they are some kind of superior 
crafty intellect that can plan things 
beyond our understanding. This is the 
bunk. They are worse bunglers than 
some of our own world managers who 
have directed the world from the cock- 
tail lounges in Washington. Results 
have proven it. 

While Soviet diplomats have made 
the world hate and despise them, 
some of our diplomats have merely 
disgusted them, which is much better. 

lt is always wise not to underesti- 
mate your enemy, but it is not al- 
Ways smart to lick yourself in ad- 
vance by overestimating him. 





America seems to be sitting 
around hoping that Santa Claus will 
bring us a thin goid piated armistice 
“with honor,” overlooking the fact 
that there is no real “honor” in ho.d- 
ing the bag in this international 
snipe hunt in Korea, 

Nearly sixty million voters went to 
the polls this year because twenty 
million young men are sitting on the 
edges of their chairs wondering 
whether they are going to work or 
going off to some isiand or peninsula 
around the borders of Russia. ‘The 
other “issues” were largely window 
dressing. 

The problem in Korea is_ not 
whether we can resist Chinese aggres- 
sion, which we are amply able to do, 
but whether we can resist the allies 
who have us out on this snipe hunt. 

Our own personal Santa Claus, to 
whom we sent our letter and our 
vote, is hitching up his reindeers for 
a quick trip to Korea before Christ- 
mas as we write. If we should find in 
our stocking just another one of those 
beautiful cards with a beautiful verse 
on it about noble crusades against 
communism, we may begin to have 
doubts about Santa Claus. 

We still believe in Santa Claus, and 
we still believe that weil trained gen- 
erals are our best protection against 
getting into silly wars on political 
impulse without clear cut military 
objective. If West Point has trained 
any generals who have fun pulling

Toy History 


Patents for mechanical horses were 
applied for in 1822 and 1824. One 
of these horses was mounted on three 
wheels and could be guided by the 
hands of the rider by two handles 
placed one on each side of the ani- 
mal’s neck; these handles manipulated 
mechanical devices in the body of 
the animal so that it could be con- 
trolled in motion. This was probably 
the advance idea of the bicycle. 


One of the most elaborate minia- 
ture carriages ever designed is 
thought to have been made about the 
time of Louis XV. The frame was of 
iron and the body of the carriage 
fancifully decorated with a trellis de- 
sign. Five pieces of glass formed the 
windows through which the occupants, 
a lady and gentleman in court dress, 
were able to admire the scenery and 
incline their heads to greet the pas- 
sers-by. Two lackeys stood behind, 
the coachman in a three cornered hat 
was seated on the box seat, and a 
postilion guided the leading pair of 
dapple grey horses which had plumes 
on their heads, and were richly 
harnessed in red leather. The me- 
chanism was strong enough to move 
the wheels and bore along the car- 
riage together with its control of the 
figures inside the coach.

A curious mechanical invention of 
almost a hundred and fifty years 
ago was a mechanical horse built. by 
one Brunton of Derbyshire, England. 
It ran upon a track like a railroad 
train but its steam engine worked 
mechanical legs that kicked up the 
ground as it moved along. The record 
says that “The legs or propellers imi- 
tated the legs of a man or the fore- 
legs of a horse, with joints, and when 
worked by the machine alternately 
lifted and pressed against the ground 
or road, propelling the engine for- 
ward, as a man shoves a boat ahead 
by pressing with a pole against the 
bottom of a river.” Unfortunately, 
the mechanical animal blew up after a 
few miles and injured some of the 
spectators. 
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“Nutational Positiveness” 


It was a languorous summer day. 
I found it difficult to even anticipate 
deserting my porch chaise lounge for 
so much as a sip of cool water. ‘Twas 
the kind of a day my Florida confi- 
dante used to delineate by penning— 
“So hot, a dog just chased a cat and 
both were walking.” 

But the postman, to whom it was 
no holiday, held up a package to 
catch my eye. “For you,” he indulged 
in a lip articulating contortion. It 
was all I could do to muster an “aye.” 
On this particular day I preferred 
some automatic social amanuensis to 
do my nodding for me. 

I cannot report that I tore the 
wrappings off the package. The truth 
was [ slit the manila cover in slow 
motion and sort of picked off the 
pieces, The revelation was a porcelain, 
red, white and gold Chinese Mandar- 
in, oh, maybe eight inches high. ‘‘Who 
would send me this?” I pondered. 
“Too early for Christmas presents.” 
Then, quickly, or at least you might 
have termed it swiftness of a tropical 
metre, I perceived on the bottom of 
the figurine, in dark crayon, the 
vocables “For C. T. Hubbard.” And, 
the head of this porcelain Mandarin 
of the Orient, nodded! 

Just what I was wishing for— 
something to nod automatically for 
me on this sultry day. But, why was 
it specifically directed to me? Jocu- 
larly, of course, or so I hope, my 
friends had suggested at times var- 
ious semblances on my part but a 
blond haired, aquiline nosed person- 
age such as { could hardly to be 
taken as a descendant of some Chinese 
philosopher. 

I had a lot «* fun that day. Every- 
time anyone asked me a question that 
could be replied to in the affirmative, 
I would set the Mandarin’s head a- 
nodding. It was during one of these 
“vessing” interludes that it all came 
back to me. 

Ten years previously I had visited 
Mrs. Charles Danforth in Springfield, 
Mass., to view her collection of 
figurine “nodders.” They were an 
assorted assemblage of porcelain, 
China, Dresden and Majolica figures, 
such as the Oriental wise man, but 
the aggregation also included colonial 
ladies, a few animals, statuettes of 
children, a hundred effigies, perhaps, 
and the head of each one would nod. 
I then recalled Mrs. Danforth’s illu- 
minating references: 

“These nodders,” she explained to 
me a decade before, “which I have 
so painstakingly collected, are very 
inspirational to me because they are 
never negative. They always nod in

the affirmative. See Gao Shino, here, 
the ancient wise man from old Ca- 
thay. I step up to him and say 
‘Honorable Mr. Gao, this will be a 
pleasant day, won’t it?’ Then I touch 
his forehead and he nods ‘yes.’ 

“Or my North African Queen, Ma- 
dame Sundagor. I query her, ‘Is not 
this a good day to go shopping?’ In- 
variably she nods for me to go. Or my 
Boer War General—I call him Gen- 
eral Upright—I say to him, ‘General, 
the wars will soon stop won’t they 
and we shall have peace?’ As I salute 
him with a touch of the forefinger, he 
reassures me with an emphatic ‘yes.’ 
On an off day, 1 sometimes start all 
the figures nodding. They give me 
a cheerful lift.” 

Then as my memory more clearly 
penetrated the mists of a ten-year 
lapse, I recalled also that Mrs. Dan- 
forth then informed me that when it 
came time for an executor in her 
life that she would not try to will 
the collection of “nodders” to anyone in 
particular. No one person in her right- 
ful opinion would have been able to 
share the full joys this avocation ful- 
filled in her personal pursuit of these 
affirmatively nodding images. Instead, 
as particularly fascinated observers ex- 
pressed their delight over any specific 
figures, she would mark their names 
thereon for eventual ownership. I re- 
called then that Gao Shino really 
captivated me and that I waxed 
loquacious over his presence. 

“Ask him a question,” she had sug- 
gested on that visit. 

After a bit of cogitation, I discreet- 
ly ventured — “Gao, you like being 
here to help Mrs. Danforth make up 
her mind in the right way, don’t 
you?” Not being practised to the pré- 
cise accompanying touch, I caused Gao 
to nod so vigorously I thought for a 
moment he would lose his head, but 
after a spell he regained his complete 
composure. 

“Remember to be as affirmative as 
you can in all things.” I recalled this 
philosophy so _ enthusiastically ex- 
pressed by my friend Mrs. Danforth 
as she flitted about touching the nod- 


ding heads of her china dolls. So de. 
lighted and absorbed was she in thege 
creations, she was unconsciously un. 
aware of her demonstrations. The 
symbolic noddings of her figurines 
had no doubt made a day-to-day im- 
pression on her living, but to me the 
very oddity of the images, the nod. 
ders, aroused an inward admiration, 
The unusual avocations of others had 
always intrigued me. I have, for in- 
stance, always quiescently acclaimed 
the efforts of my friend who actually 
collects elephant hairs — every ele- 
phant has six or eight hairs on the 
tip of his tail. He possesses even a 
red one! I chuckle over the collection 
of wig holders treasured by another 
acquaintance and my sense of praise 
truly expands whenever I recollect 
the gathered old time bell pulls hang- 
ing in the trophy room of another ac- 
quaintance, some of these in exquisite 
brocade. And my neighbor who only 
photographs odd chimneys. These 
hobby originalities in the very essence 
of their being are inspiring. So witha 
predilecton towards the unusual, the 
“nodders” completely won my r- 
sponsiveness. As figurines alone they 
imnarted charm and artistrv. 

But in their added touch of ability 
to rock their heads, and affirmatively, 
as Mrs. Danforth emphasized, I re- 
called her last bit of philosophy; 

“My nodders,” she pronounced, “tell 
me that more of us should emulate 
their nutational positiveness. Say 
yes whenever you can. In fact,” and 
she parlayed this with a touch of 
wistfulness, “we should all dare to be 
more positive in our good works, in 
our optimism, in our beliefs of good. 
Yes, dare to be good,” she accentu- 
ated, oblivious for the nuance that her 
cephalous figurines were at that 
moment affirming her carefully 
chosen words. And Gao Shino seemei 
to take the lead by avering with 
measured nods this expressed thought 
of daring to be good, daring to say 
yes. Gao still does this for me daily. 

Among the extraordinary pieces in 
her collection was a nodder fashioned 
in Irish Belleek Parian china. In 
keeping with Irish folklore mythology, 
the figure was moulded to symboliz 
a leprechaun. Belleek craftsmanship 
is taught from father to son and sel- 
dom are figurines produced, as the 
main Belleek output is in the pattern 
bowls and Limpot Cob teaware, fash- 
ioned out of the feldspathic clay 
found only in the little town of Bel- 
leek in County Fermanaugh, Ireland. 
Although gossamer in appearance, 
Belleek is not too fragile. The “nod- 
der” was a singular craftsman’s 
dream, comparable to the whimsies 
produced, on the side, by the Sandwich 
Glass blowers. 
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Touching Leminie, as Mrs. Danforth 
called her leprechaun, she inquired — 
“Shall I tell them my favorite Irish 

ry ?..... Leminie rocked his head af- 
firmatively. “Pat was operating a 
steam shovel for the first time. Mike 
looked up and said, ‘Pat, you are 
throwing a hundred of us out of work 
who could dig that hole with a pick 
and shovel.’ Pat thought a second and 
replied, ‘and you, Mike, with pick and 
shovel threw ten thousand out of 
work who could have dug the same 
hole with spoons.” 


Each nodder, whether Dresden 
China or variety store porcelain, 
seem2d to associate something philo- 
soph'cal in Mother Danforth’s mind— 
an anecdote, a story, a parallel yet 
always positive. I can still visualize 
General Boulanger, the Napoleonist, 
stiffly tipping his plumed hat, and a 
more positive individual there never 
was. All France toasted him with 
popular songs. Jenny Lind, another 
cleverly executed nodder, tilted her 
headdress backwards and forwards, a 
story of daring sweetness. There was 
a mottled brown bear, sitting up, 
whose head was ever eager to nod, 
the circus horse with a feathered 
cockade to add emphasis with his nod- 
ding salutes, the little fat Hessian 
soldier wearing a movable Shako, and 
the italian Count who bowed in full 
decorum. 


I recollect my attempted witticism 
to Mrs. Danforth “and you, Mrs. D., 
had also to nod affirmatively, and 
quckly to obtain this accumulation of 
china head tippers?” To ‘which she 
pantomined agreement with a person- 
al nod. 


“Collections of this kind,’ she eluci- 
dated, “have a way of growing. When 
my Irienads and relauves learned of 
my ambitions, they brought me many 
of these as gifts. Antique dealers got 
to know my inverest. An unknown ad- 
mrer, for imsviance, torwarded this 
aumated figurine, the Uid Appie 
lauy, trom sngiand. She not only 
nods her head but her hand, you sce, 
picks up an appie from her basket. 
Ths benefactor seemed even to kaow 
that 1 wanted nodders that were pos- 
itive in the spirit of offering as well 
a agreeing. And observe this young 
lady in the quaint old costume and 
muff, The frmgid weather hasn’t 
turbed her spirit of affirmativeness, 
tor her smile.” I left, my mind at the 
lime a panorama of uniquely con- 
ttived porcelain puppets. 


I have just dusted Gao Shino, so 
tenign in his imposing dignity, and 
a his head rocked rhythmicauty, he 
semed to impart: 


“All love, all affirmativeness, all 
aing, my friend, must possess 

. The rolling waves of the sea, 
the gentle winds of the sky, the sway- 
lig branches of the tree, say my 
ucient ancestors, are spirit in mo- 
ton. Do not, my new friend, expect 
% pull everything to you. Reach out 
tenfold. In the motion of positive- 
less, lift yourself to the stars. Yes, 
the stars above the stars.” 


Geo Shino is now my own personal 
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official nodder. I wonder, I wonder 
where the other nodders are and if 
their possessors feel the same happy 
response? 


NEW DESIGNS 
BROUGHT OUT 
BY STEUBEN 


Fourteen new designs in crystal 
were introduced recently by Steuben 
Glass, New York City. 

The collection includes two vases, 
three bowls, an ornamental piece, 
whisky and soda glasses, a reading 
glass, a covered centerpiece, teardrop 
candelabra, and four special presen- 
tation pieces, a tall vase, a covered 
urn in two sizes, and a two-part bowl. 

A swirl vase ten and one-quarter 
inches high and designed for long- 
stemmed flowers, swells upward from 
a narrow base on which curved drops 
form a rhythmic sculptural pattern A 
bud vase, eight inches high, rises from 
a cluster of pod-shaped forms which 
present a striking contrast to the 
lightness of the slim cylinder of the 
vase. ; 

Three bowls have been designed 
primarily as centerpieces, and lend 
themselves to graceful arrangements 
of fruits or flowers. The first is a 
small piece, its delicate bowl form

White swan 
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flanked by two graceful handles and 
accentuated by a solid, brilliant base. 
This bowl, four inches high and five 
and one-half inches in diameter, is par- 
ticularly appropriate for a small din- 
ing or side-table. 

_The swirl bowl, thirteen inches in 
diameter, is supported on a pedestal 
base, and like the Swirl Vase is decer- 
ated with applied, curved drops of 
glass. These pieces may be used ef- 
fectively in combination, for table ar- 
rangements at receptions or large 
dinners. 


A bowl with ornament is formed of 
two pieces designed to be used separ- 
ately or together. The bow!, twelve 
inches in diameter, is a shallow disc 
on a pedestal base — the ornament, 
a glittering sculptural abstraction re- 
sembling a sea-creature. Together 
they make a decorative composition 
which may be used as a table center- 
piece without the addition of flowers. 
Separately, the bowl is suitable for 
fruit or floral arrangements and the 
ornament is an attractive decorative 
accent. 


New whisky and soda glasses, with 
a capacity of twelve ounces, are a 
departure from the conventional de- 
sign. The tall glass narrows to a bril- 
liant base of solid crystal, and com- 
bines distinction of shape with partic- 
ular ease of handling. 


A reading glass, four inches long, 
may be used both to magnify fine 
print and as a paperweight. It is in 
the form of a simple half sphere with 
an ornamental crystal handle, and 
provides a useful and novel desk 
accessory. 


_A covered centerpiece, ten inches 
high, is designed to take the place of 
a floral arrangement, and may also 
be engraved for use as a trophy. The 
basic simplicity of its form — a deep, 
covered bow! on a pedestal base — is 
dramatized by circles of crystal drops 
linking bowl and base and also sur- 
rounding the teardrop finial. 

‘'wo-branched, teardrop candelabra, 
are nine and one-half inches high. A 
trapped air bubble is contained in the 
central shaft and finial, emphasizing 
the clarity of the crystal forms. The 
design of these candelabra is ap- 
propriate for either a period or mod- 
ern dining room. 

The presentation pieces, complete 
in themselves and also suitable for en- 
graving, have in common the decor- 
ative theme of applied ornamentation. 
A tall, slender vase, fifteen inches 
high, is circled by six pear-shaped 
drops of crystal. Two covered urns, 
fourteen and three-quarter inches in 
height, are supported on bases en- 
hanced by applied forms. The same 
motif is repeated around their tear- 
drop finials. A bowl, eleven and one- 
half inches in diameter, rests on a 
separate pedestal base decorated with 
six vertical, laid-on strips of glass. 

Steuben glass is made entirely by 
hand in the Steuben factory at the 
Corning Glass Center, Corning, New 
York. Visitors are invited to see the 
actual fashioning of these new designs 
and the many other fine pieces for 
which Steuben is noted.

The nation now 
drafts him as an adviser and coun- 
sellor. 

In this December we hope there will 
be a new star rising over Bethlehem 
to herald a new Prince of Peace, as 
we go up from Galilee, out of the city 
of Nazareth, into Judea, into the city 
of David, to be taxed by Caesar 
Augustus. The law of the world is 
still an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth, and Caesar Augustus 
still uses his taxes to support the 
clank of his armored legions of the 
world. 

But there are only certain Wise 
Men, or certain humble shepherds 
who can see and understand such a 
star if it should arise. Only wise men 
have enough faith and confidence in 
human nature to believe that the 
people of the world would follow a 
Prince of Peace if he should arise. 

Since it is not given us to see or 
read the new stars, we shall take 
what comfort we find in reviewing 
the road over which we have travelled 
this year. We think we see a modest 
but bright holly wreath hanging at 
the end of it. 

Thirteen years ago the world started 
in to destroy itself and all of its 
works. It exchanged the culture for 
propaganda, hoisted the banner of 
“The Great Lie,” and proceeded to 
destroy its work for generations back. 
For six hectic years it concentrated 
on destruction, reaching into every 
nook and cranny of the world to take 
out the things used for living, and put 
them into the work of destruction. 
It died down without a real victor 
when most of the best things in the 
world had been destroyed. America 
alone was left some real tools to 
work with —- and a staggering job of 
replacing our rusted and worn out 
living equipment. , 

For six years after Hiroshima the 
world went timidly and sullenly about 
the dreary business of mending the 
broken and worn out tools. It began 
to make little things. It went on to 
make better things, and felt the flabby 
muscles gradually growing in its 
arms. America handed over a few of 
our tools, which should never regret, 
and gave a few smiles of Protective 
encouragement, which will never be 
entirely forgotten. 

Germans and Japanese, with no 
illusions left, quietly hoisted roofs 
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over their rubble, repaired their brok- 
en work benches, and went to work. 
Sweden and Denmark and others did 
the same. England, France and oth- 
ers, with much wrangling over how 
to make something out of nothing by 
socializing it, went quarrelsomely to 
work — but they went to work. And 
so the world stepped timidly into 
1952, with a wary eye on Russia who 
had made the colossal mistake of the 
century in making swords instead of 
plowshares. 


Only in the last two or three months 
has the world, and the New York 
Stock Market, come to realize that 
the world is at work again, American 
factories are not the only ones in 
which wheels are turning, and the 
markets of the world are no longer 
the private hunting reserves of Amer- 
ican industry. Industrial Europe is 
climbing back in the saddle to contest 
its use. Some will be sorry we ever 
helped Europe back in the saddle and 
gave her the tools, as the products of 
American labor meet her in every 
market in the world. We are not. 


The world has nevei been able to 
stand prosperity with its abundance 
of good things. This has always led 
to quarrelling groups within a nation. 
and misunderstandings, quarrels and 
even wars between nations. There 
will be increased friction over who 
sells what to Russia and China, those 
foolish virgins who did not have their 
lamps trimmed and burning when 
prosperity came. We may see more 
and more American industry, fixed on 
the high stilts of unbending union 
wage casts, vainly trying to reach 
down and pick up business on the 
competitive world market level. As a 
release many may clamor for wars 
and rumors of wars. 


To meet the challenge of the new 
problems arising in 1953 we may not 
see a new star over Bethlehem herald- 
ing a new prophet for the modern 
industrial world. But we can if we 
will make our own adaptations of the 
teachings of that prophet who taught 
us to live and let live, and how to live 
with ourselves.

You are familiar with collections 
of obsoletes; tobacco tags, cigarette 
pictures, store cards; but have yoy 
ever seen a collection of insurance 
plates? They would make a very ip. 
teresting collection. The plates are 
relics of a common custom of the ear. 
ly years prior to fifty years ago. Enp- 
tour, while passing through olé yil- 
lages and farm districts, you ‘will note 
on many of the houses a metal plate 
about 3 x 6 inches securely nailed 
over the front door, badly eroded oy 
else painted over. First glance you 
will take them for outworn house 
numbers or name plates, or for a 
patch, but a close examination will 
disclose in raised letters the name of 
an Insurance company. The Insur. 
ance companies used to furnish their 
agents with the plates, and the agent, 
delivering a policy to the insured, 
nailed one of the plates over the door, 
This was a dual advertisement; it ad- 
vertised the Company, and it adver- 
tised the owner of the house as a 
prudent citizen. A fire insurance ad- 
juster who settled the losses after the 
fires once jestingly remarked that 
the plates were notice to the fire de- 
partment, “house insured — let he 
burn.” According to a pamphlet got 
ten out by an old life insurance com-

The 3-cent commemorative postage 
stamp honoring the International Red 
Cross, which went on sale for the 
first time on November 21 in New 
York City, was printed in two colors, 
blue and red. Postmaster Donaldson 
states that this stamp is the first 
printed on a newly designed multi- 
color rotary press which has_ been 
developed by the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing. 

The International Red Cross stamp 
is a most appropriate and suitable one 
for printing in two colors. The famil- 
iar red cross has always symbolized 
the spirit of this great humanitarian 
organization. 

The new multi-color rotary press is 
the result of more than ten years’ re- 
search by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing looking toward the de- 
velopment of a press which will pro- 
vide a high-speed productive output of 
bi-color postage stamps, while still 
retaining the security feature pro- 
vided through means of the wet intag- 
lio printing process. Research work 
on the machine will be continued in 
the interest of achieving maximum 
operational efficiency and economy. 

The press is equipped with elec- 
tronic controls, to insure accurate 
registration of the printed images, 
and has automatic temperature and 
constant tension controls. In addition, 
the latest safety devices for maximum 
protection to the printer, the installa- 
tion of modern machinery for reduc- 
tion of noise, vibration and excessive

temperatures in the surrounding 
working areas, and a new and im- 
proved means of applying gum to the 
stamps have been incorporated into 
the design. The increased speed of the 
press made it necessary for the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing to 
develop quick-drying printing inks. 


For the second time the wildlife 
conservation poster stamps published 
by the National Wildlife Federation 
have won first prize and a “certificate 
of award” from the Lithographers 
National Association, Inc., of New 
York. 

“The nation’s foremost nature ar- 
tists are employed to produce the 
paintings used in our annual Wild- 
life Stamp series,” said Lloyd F. 
Wood, secretary of the Federation. 
“We are pleased that the lithographic 
printing industry feels we are doing 
a good job in reproducing this great 
art.” 


With dry weather continuing to 
turn woods and fields into explosive 
tinder in many parts of the nation, 
the National Wildlife Federation this 
week added a voice of warning to 
motorists and outdoor recreationists. 

“Take extra precautions with 
matches, tobacco and camp fires,” 
President Claude D. Kelley of the 
Federation advised hunters and fish- 
ermen and others who drive through, 
work—or play in, the out-of-doors. 
“Forest fires destroy wildlife, spoil 
scenery and cause erosion, besides 
ruining valuable timber resources that 
our country needs.” 

Wild fires also cause floods and 
water shortages, Kelley pointed out, 
because burned-over watersheds can- 
not catch and hold the moisture from 
snows and rain. 

Serious forest fires have raged in 
Virginia, the Carolinas, Tennessee, 


Kentucky, Alabama, other south- 
eastern states and as far west as 
Missouri in recent weeks. In at leas 
three states, West Virginia, Missouri 
and Arkansas, officials closed hunting 
seasons until rains came. Showers 
have fallen in some places but in 
general the fire hazard remains high, 
the National Wildlife Federation re- 
ported.

culosis contro] programs of the 3,000 
voluntary state and local associations 
affiliated with the National Tuber- 
culosis Association throughout the 
country, features more prominently 
than ever before the red Double- 
Barred Cross, the registered emblem 
of the NTA. The reason is that this 
is the 50th anniversary of the Double- 
Barred Cross as the international 
symbol of the crusade against tuber- 
culosis. The Cross covers nearly half 
of the surface of the 1952 Christmas 
Seal and is lighted by a glowing 
candle set in an old-fashioned, brass 
candlestick, against a green back- 
ground. 

This design is the first in the 46- 
year history of the Christmas Seal 
Sale in American to be conceived and 
executed by a staff member of a 
tuberculosis association. It is the 
creation of Tom Darling of Amity- 
ville, N. Y., art director for the New 
York Tuberculosis and Health Associ- 
ation. 

This year’s Seal is also the first in 
which a single lighted candle and 
candlestick are featured. The 1925 
Christmas Seal presented two red 
candles flanking the Double-Barred 
Cross and in 1936, four lighted tapers 
framed a beaming Santa Claus. The 
1938 Seal showed a woman lighting a 
candle in the window while her two 
children looked on. 

Also for the first time—and of par- 
ticular interest to collectors—the 
copyright mark appears on the Seal, 
in the lower left hand corner, beneath 
the message “Christmas Greetings.” 

For the first time since 1934, a 
marginal strip appears across the 
bottom of each sheet of 100 Christ- 
mas Seals, carrying in green lettering 
this message: “Chest X-rays Find 
Tuberculosis Early When It Is Easi- 
est To Cure.” The message is flanked 
by the red Double-Barred Cross at 
each end of the strip. 

This year, ‘for the first time, sets 
of eight progressive color proofs are 
available, instead of the usual seven. 

The colors used in printing the 1952 
Christmas Seal are yellow, which is 
used for the candlestick, “Christmas 
Greetings,” and the “1952” in the 
upper right hand corner; red, for the 
Double-Barred Cross and part of the 
light from the candle; black, for the 
copyright mark—a “C” in a circle— 
as well as for the initials “USA” in 
the lower right, and for outlining the 
candlestick and candle; and green, 
for the background of the Seal.-The 
progressive color proofs illustrate the 
steps involved in four-color printing. 
In order, they are: (1) yellow; (2) 
black; (3) yellow and black; (4) 
red; (5) yellow, black, and red; (6) 
green; (7) red and green, an extra 
process for proving purposes, and 
(8) the complete design. 

For the third consecutive year, 
philatelists will need five “key seals,” 
instead of four, to make a complete 
set. The Seal is printed by five lith- 
ographers in various parts of the 
country, and each sheet bears the 
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printer’s mark of identification on 
the 56th or key Seal, the sixth Seal 
from the left in the sixth horizontal 
row. The lithographers and their 
identifying marks are: 

Edwards and Deutsch Lithograph- 
ing Co., Chicago, whose mark is “D;” 
Eureka Specialty Printing Co., Scran- 
ton, Pa., “E;” Fleming-Potter Co., 
Ine., Peoria, Ill., “F;”’ Strobridge 
Lithographing Co., Cincinnati, “S,” 
and United States Printing and Lith- 
ographing Co., Mineola, N. Y., “U.” 

Eureka, which produces the pro- 
gressive color proofs, uses a comb 
perforation of 12%2x12. The other 
four lithographers use a rotary per- 
foration of 12%x12%. 

The Christmas Seal Sale, the one 
annua] appeal of the voluntary asso- 
ciations affiliated with the NTA for 
support of their year-round fight 
against tuberculosis, is conducted by 
mail in the 48 states and the District 
of Columbia, and in Alaska, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, Guam, and the Canal 
Zone. All use the NTA’s standard 
Christmas Seal. 

Of 44 other countries conducting 
Christmas Seal Sales, Canada and 
Bermuda use the NTA Seal design. 
For the time since 1927, Canada’s 
1952 Christmas Seals will not be 
bilingual. Instead of messages in Eng- 
lish and French, the single word 
“Canada” is substituted for “Christ- 
mas Greetings” across the bottom of 
the Seal, and the copyright mark and 
“USA” are eliminated. Bermuda re- 
tains the copyright mark but sub- 
stitutes “Bermuda” for “USA” in 
vertical lettering at the right.

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


Diversion is the best of spices. 
“Diverse” from the cut and dried us- 
uals and try a numismatic answering 
bee, similar to the old fashioned 
spelling match. The President selects 
two leaders; leaders choose up sides; 
sides line up opposite each other. Pres- 
ident asks numismatic questons, and 
the side answering down the other one 
to be the winning team; last member 
remaining standing to receive an ap- 
propriate prize. ‘The Secretary should 
mark “absent” or “present” at each 
meeting after the name of the mem- 
bers on his list, and at the last an- 
nual meeting the names of the 100% 
attenders should be read to the 
Club and declared to be honor mem- 
bers. This will be an inducement for 
the members not to play hookey even 
once during the year. If a member 
has been absent two meetings in suc- 
cession his name should be given to 
the proper committee and it should 
contact the absentee and inquire the 
reason and let him know he has been 
missed; feeling the Club is interested 
in him he will become interested in 
the Club. This follow-up system, this 
keeping in touch with members, works 
wonders. 

There is no profit in swapping dol- 
lars. Clubs have their Ladies Night, 
Foreign Coin Night, and so on; why 
not have a Visitors’ Night? One of 
the principal purposes of a Club is 
to interest the laity in numismatics; 
and the best way to make them pros- 
pective members is to invite them to 
a meeting and let them learn first 
hand what it is all about. The visit- 
ing members will furnish a harvest- 
able recruiting ground for future 
membership drives. Each member 
should pledge at least one visitor for 
the Night; an extra big display of 
coins should be made, and an especial- 
ly interesting program arranged. It 
would not be just “trading dollars” 
but would bring new “capital” into 
the game. 





Badly ‘designed, poorly struck, base- 
ly-metaled old coins don’t worry 
about being called weeds of the 
numismatic flower garden, for, as

they retort, “aa weed is no more than 
a flower in disguise.” A rare coin, 
regardless of the appearance is really 
a flower in disguise. 





Unifacial means having but one 
front surface. Uniface siege coins 
are so-called because they are stamp- 
ed only on one side, thereby dis- 
tinguisning them from the siege 
coins stamped on both sides. Siege 
coins are emergency money issued in 
a besieged garrison. 





Betterness is more important than 
biggerness. Concentrate more on bet- 
tering your collection than biggering 
it. Quantity without quality makes 
for sizes, but quality without quantity 
wins the prizes. 





In 1981 the San Francisco Mint 
put out 866,000 Lincoln pennies, and 
although only twenty-one years old, 
try to locate one in your change. A 
coin collecting newsboy who handles 
from 2500 to 3000 pennies a week 
spent a three week’s fruitless search 
for one. An Albany, Mo., reader 
writes:— “Have gone through 7500 
pennies the last three week ends and 
failed to find a single 1931-S. Of 
course, I hardly expected to find a 
1909-S. V.D.B., but this business of 
not finding that 1931-S stumps me.” 
Of the 866,000 coins minted thousands 
have been lost, thousands have had 
their mint marks frictioned off, and 
the balance are adorning their little 
space in coin boards. After you have 
found the needle in the hay stack, try 
your luck in finding a 1931-S Lincoln 
penny in a cent stack. 





Blame — or praise — the News- 
paper for introducing the penny to 
Seattle, Washington. At that time: in 
Seattle, 1889, according to John Hix 
in Strange As It Seems, the nickel 
was the minimum small change coin; 
a newspaper reduced its price from a 
nickel to two-cents, thus necessitating 
a new “minimum” coin. With the 
price of the paper less than the 5 
cents small change, it could hardly be 
expected of the purchaser to hand 
the newsboy a nickel and uncomplain- 


ingly say “keep the change.” With 
our present day better marketing: it js 
impossible to find a locality where th 
penny hasn’t hung its hat and mak 
itself at home. 





Illustrators occasionally “pun” their 
pictures by making an object look 
like one thing when held upright, and 
an altogether different thing whe 
held up-side-down. That is all right 
ordinarily, but it was carried a littl 
too far when a designer, evidently 
intentional, “punned” our Americai 
eagle into a donkey-head on the $1/ 
silver certificate of 1880. The bill is 
known as the “Jackass”. Viewed 
right side up it is a perfect eagle, but 
inverted it is a well executed donkey; 
head The workmanship and likeness 
is too perfect to be accredited to ail 
accident. 





Keep your paper bills crisp; don’ 
fold. It is impossible to rejuvenate 4 
wilted bill. A crumpled bill is liké 3 
window shade, and you know “ther: 
is very little you can do when a wit- 
dow shade loses its ambition.” 

Destiny shaping our ends does not 
apply to the shaping of our coin cdl: 
lections. A fine collection is not 3 
product of destiny but a fore-plar- 
ning and continued application. Don't 
travel the haphazard road in a come 
what-may car; plan your trip, select 
a paved highway, drive an up-to-date 
car, and use your head. Start your 
collection ‘with an objective in view 
and don’t detour, choose the best con- 
ditioned specimens possible; work 
methodically. Along the way you wil 
meet many hurdles; don’t become dis- 
mayed and leave the rest to chance) 
to its own destiny; keep persevering. 
“Fore-thought” your collection befor 
starting it; a good fore-sight pre 
cludes a bad hind-sight. Successfil 
coin collecting depends more on wis! 
planning and diligent application thai 
on the caprice of destiny and the wr 
certainty of chance.

Arms? First names, like Tom, Dick 
and Harry are bestowed by parental 
fancy; family names, like Jones, 
Smith and Brown are earned. First 
names date back only to birth; last 
names are generations old. To those 
coin collectors who do not take t 
building up large collections, nothing 
is more enjoyable and profitable than 
family-treeing or coat-of-arming the 
various monies. The Russian kopeck 
(or copeck) is familiar to everyone, 
even to non-collectors, but to ail it 
is just a name. But why kopeck, why 
not some other name. In the 17th 
century many of the Russian coins 
showed the Czar, horseback, spearing 
a dragon. Kopeck is from the Russian 
kopieika, from kopati, meaning to cut, 
and the spear in Russia was known 
as a kopeck. This is what gave this 
member of the coin world the family 
name of Kopeck. 

The Russian coin Ruble gets its 
name from the Russian “rubit”, or 
“rublyu”, meaning to chop or cut. 
Silver bars were cut in half, and each 
piece was called a ruble. It is also 
claimed the word ruble is from the 
Hindustan word Rupiya, rupee, 
through the Turkish. 

Those studiously inclined will find 
great satisfaction in family-treeing 
the many names of the coin world. 





In 1897 the Treasury Department 
recalled the entire issue of $24,000,000 
worth of $100 U. S. silver certificates 
bearing the head of President Monroe 
when its officials discovered this cur- 
rency was being so cleverly counter- 
feited that even experts could not 
distinguish between the genuine and 
the spurious bills.—Colliers.

DOWN TO THE SIXPENCE 


Pence Easily Fitted to Decimals, 
Down to the Last Half Farthing. 


By ELMER R. RHOADES 


Contrary to common opinion, Brit- 
ish money provides the most accurate 
deciminal system used in commerce 
today, far more accurate than that 
used in countries with so calied 
“decimal” money. 


In the first decimal place after 
pounds, each number represents two 
shillings. The number in second and 
third place is farthings*, divided by 
four gives pence. 


Since an odd shilling is 50 in the 
second and third places, you may wish 
to add the following to your sub- 
conscious memory: 


ls. 1d.-54, 1s. 2d.-58, 1s. 3d-62 or 
68, 1s. 4d.-67, 1s. 5d.-71, 1s. 6d.-75, 
1s. 7d.-79, 1s. 8d.-83, 1s. 9d.-87 or 88, 
1s. 10d.-92, 1s. 11d.-96. 


The foregoing is the only table you 
need for half-farthing accuracy in 
reading, or writing, British money 
decimals. 


The British shilling and pence is 
the one great currency of the world 
most neatly tailored to fit actual 
measurements in commerce. The shil- 
ling is evenly divisible by 2, 3, 4, 6, 
or a dozen, the numbers that produce 
so many fantastic long decimals in all 
of the “decimal” money countries, and 
seem to drive their calculating ma- 
chines stark crazy. So, commerce and 
industry in the “decimal” countries 
lop off here, short cut there, and come 
out with an answer far less accurate 


or reliable than the British decimals, 


explained above. 


The decimals given may be put in- 
to any kind of modern calculating 
machine, twisted and turned as you 
may wish, and come out making 
sense. 


* For greater accuracy down to one half 
a farthing, tuck in your subconscious 
the following equivalents for second 
and third decimal places; 1d.-04, 2d.-08, 
29, 8d.-33, 9d.-37 or 38, 10d.-42, 11d.-46. 
3d.-12 or 18, 4d.-17, 5d.-21, 6d.-25, 7d.-

standing the prejudice against placing 
living persons on coins, the precedent 
was waved as to our commemoraiives, 
as that of Kilby, Coolidge, Robinson 
and Glass appeared during their life- 
times. 


Mel Ott of the New York Giants 
once said:—‘Once when I was in a 
slump someone in the stands threw me 
a penny and I got a couple of hits 
that day. A sports writer reported 
that I was collecting coins and they 
began pouring in. I asked him to 
write that I was collecting $10 bills, 
but he wouldn’t co-operate.”

The Baby Head Dollar is a 
5 pesetas, Spain, 1888, with bust of 
Alfonso XIII as a baby king. 





According to John Hix the Hudson 
Bay Company in 1670 agreed to pay 
the King two elk heads and two beav- 
er skins as rental. Either the beok- 
keeper of the King was derelict in 
his duties or the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany was impervious to duns, for no 
payment was made until 1939. Per- 
haps when the bargain was first 
struck elk heads and beaver skins 
were not worth their ocean freight; 
in 1939 the token payment proved to 
be a valuable souvenir. 


Colonial Notes 

The next time you visit a coin ex- 
hibit take more than a cursory look 
at the Colonial notes; treat yourself 
to a lesson in early customs. The 
notes as to material and workman- 
ship do not compare with our present 
perfections, but considering the lim- 
ited materials of that time, they are 
works of art. Many of the notes bore 
the warning “death to counterfeit’, 
although it seems to have been a 
“dead letter” as to execution of the 
threat. The notes were numbered by 
hand, and as one of the specimens be- 
fore me carries number 59578 it shows 
the numbering was a man’s job in it- 
self. Many of them were signed by 
hand, and although signed by the 
thousands, the signatures are plain 
and not hurried. One note reads Two 
Thousand Dollars, 600 pounds, evi- 
dently indicating that the ratio at 
that date, 1781, was $3.38 to the 
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pound. This note at the bottom in 
large prominent letters advertise the 
printer, “printed by John Dunlap.” 
Most of them are payable in Span'sh 
Milled Dollars. A unique one is a 
Massachusetts note, 1782, with a 
man’s picture on it that, even though 
it might not be so intended, is he 
likeness of a Japanese, the head sur- 
rounded by sun rays with the word 
“Rising” underneath, typifying the 
Rising Sun. As Japan at that date 
was of small interest to the Colonists 
the Japanese-like symbol was _ prob- 
ably an unintentional prophesy of 
“coming events casting shadows _de- 
fore.” in the printed matter of most 
of the notes the small “a” is prin:ed 
“f”, One note, instead of the usual 
“entitles the bearer”, reads “this ill 
shall pass current’; “payable on de- 
mand by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonalty” appears on . anotiier 
(commonalty means common people); 
“this indented bill” is sometimes 
used; a quaint one is “this bill of one 
shilling and six-pence Proclamation, 
is emitted by a low of the Colony of 
New-Jersey, paffed in the Fourteenth 
Year of the reign of his Majesty 
George the Third.” One Rhode Isuand 
note, 1786, is captioned Three pounds 
followed by “This bill is equal to 
sixty shillings in lawful _ silver 
money.” These are only a very few of 
the many interesting and instructive 
data to be found on our Colonial 
notes. —F. C.R,

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Rambles Among My Bibles 
200 A.D.--1782 A.D. 


Exactly 500 years ago an enterpris- 
ing German craftsman, Johannes 
Gans-fleisch, produced the first book 
printed from movable type. Of course, 
this -ould have been none other than 
a Bivle. Herr Gansefleisch, who is 
bette: known by his mother’s maiden 
name of Gutenberg, would not have 
given one thought to mass producing 
any other text for his first masterpiece. 
Even though scholars may argue per- 
petually on the priority of certain other 
specimens of printing we may be sure 
that the Gutenberg Bible: was the 
first important effort of the great 
innovator. The Bible is the only text 
to be produced on every material and 
by every method which man has been 
able to devise. It has been inscribed 
on metals, wood, stone, clay, wax, 
bark, cloth, papyrus, vellum, paper, 
and many other surfaces; indeed now 
even phonograph records, and is still 
= most printed and sold book to this 
ay. 

Over 1500 years ago a monk gave 
up the comforts of a post in Rome 
for the hardship of a barren cell in 
Palestine and almost alone carried 
on a translation and revision of the 
Hebrew scriptures and by the further 
use of Latin and Greek manuscripts 
produced a Bible which for more than 
1000 years reigned supreme over the 
Christian world. This noble monk was 
Saint Jerome and the Bible version is 
the Vulgate, still in use today. In 
1611 this version was joined by the 
Authorized or King James; since 
then it has shared supremacy ‘with 
this text. 

_ For some time I have been collect- 
Ing (for both myself and patrons), 
manuscript and notable printed Bibles. 
At this very appropriate season of 
the year I would like to illustrate and 
ramble on a bit about some of the 
Bibles in my collection and their place 
inthe history of writing, illustration, 
printing, and of course their textual 
interest and variants. I will not en- 
eavor to describe all of the items 
In the collection, nor will I go into 
ay great detail concerning those 
that I do mention. I would like to

have the reader feel that he is view- 
ing them. in my library. 

Throughout my career of Bible col- 
lecting, I have many times looked 
with great veneration and admiration 
at the great Biblical codices of the 
British Museum and the Vatican; the 
oldest New Testament manuscripts 
extant. Recently through a stroke of 
good fortune I have secured a superb 
collection of papyrus and vellum 
leaves and fragments which are con- 
temporary with these great codices. 
The collector often hears of these 
great manuscripts but even in his 
wildest bibliopegic dreams he never 
expects to own even a single page 
contemporary with them. Among 
the great early Bibles is the Codex 
Sinaiticus which was written about 
840 A. D., and was purchased by the 
British Museum from the Russian 
Government in 1933 for a sum in ex- 
cess of $500,000.00. Also of this per- 
iod are the Codex Alexandrinus (Ca. 
400 A.D.); the Codex Vaticanus (400 
A.D.) which reposes in the great Li- 
brary of the Vatican; and the Codex 
Ephraemi at the Bibliotheque Nation- 
ale of France, which was written 
sometime in the fifth century. These 
four are the greatest known Biblical 
manuscripts and perhaps the most 
valuable single books in the world. 

Among the leaves in my collection 
of early codices are two papyrus 
fragments dating 200 and 300 A.D. 
respectively. The second leaf con- 
tains the text of Matthew, Chapter 4; 
the story of Jesus and the Fishermen. 
This is without a doubt one of the 
earliest inscriptions of this great text. 
The leaf itself is only a few inches 
in size but what a treasure! Among 
the early vellum specimens (see illus- 
trations I and II) are a series of frag- 
ments of a great codex dating be- 
tween 300 and 400 A.D. containing 
passages from the Old Testament. 
Other pages include an almost com- 
plete specimen of the text of the 
Acta Phillipi and Petri written about 
700 A.D. This leaf is the only ex- 
istant text of this Biblical passage in 
the Sadihic dialect. Of further inter- 


est to the scholar is the fact that this 
leaf contains several textual variants 
that are completely unknown and un- 
paralleled! This indeed is a treasure 
worthy of the finest collection. Al- 
together there are more than twenty 
leaves in the entire group. You can 
well imagine my delight in securing 
such a noble assemblage. 

A manuscript of much later date but 
of great beauty and artistic im- 
portance is skcwn in illustration 3. 
This illuminated manuscript Bible was 
written in Bologna, Italy, about 1220 
A. D. The codex is written on 540 
leaves of the finest calfskin with two 
columns of superb Gothic lettering to 
each of the double columns. This pic- 
ture gallery in miniature is illumi- 
nated with ninety-five miniature 
paintings (each of them an old-master 
in itself); 394 ornamental initials in 
gold and colors and more than 1000 
calligraphic initials in red and blue 
with pen and ink sketches of animals, 
flowers, etc., within them. The min- 
iatures belong to a group of Bolog- 
nese paintings which show the French 
influence and have been attributed to 
Oderisida Gubbio, the great thirteenth 
century Italian artist. 

From this manuscript we look at 
another product of the medieval scrip- 
torium; this time of French origin. 
In illustration 4, we see a splendid 
specimen of a medieval “portable” 
Bible manuscript. While the above 
Bolognese manuscript is a grand folio 
in size, this Bible is about one-tenth 
its size, indeed a very diminutive 
volume. It is forever a source of 
wonder to behold this masterpiece of 
minute calligraphy. How could letter- 
ing have ever been made, and read in 
so small a size? To the best of my 
knowledge the medieval monk did not 
possess magnifying lenses. This small 
volume is further embellished with 
sixty miniature paintings of which 
the largest is no bigger than a dime. 
The binding encasing the volume is 
ancient calf stamped with an attrac- 
tive panel showing the Madonna and 
Child; the text is written on 690

through the soil of a new continent. 

Take Virginia for instance. A rich, 
virgin land of forests, abundant 
game, and savages. Here, in 1607, 
came the doughty adventurer, Cap- 
tain John Smith, a swashbuckling 
figure who made himself virtual dic- 
tator of the first important English 
colony in America. Smith’s auto- 
graph is a great rarity today, and if 
a document signed by him were to 
come on the market, it would bring 
pretty close to $1000, perhaps even 
more. His full letters are of the ut- 
most scarcity. In his own remarkable 
books, Smith set down the story of 
Jamestown, but although we now 
know that he was an unreliable his- 
torian and created the famous story 
of himself and Pocahontas out of the 
whole cloth, it has not lessened our 
interest in him one whit. The auto- 
graphs of Smith’s successors in Vir- 
ginia are almost without exception 
very rare, but they do not command 
fantastic prices. There were Sir 
Thomas Dale, Sir Thomas Gates, Sir 
William Berkeley, for instance. One 
seldom encounters their autographs 
in any form. Not until the ‘days of 
Arlington and Culpeper, after the re- 
storation of King Charles II to the 
English throne, do we find a relative 
abundance of autographic material 
among the governors of Virginia. The 
documents and letters of the gover- 
nors of this period, generally speak- 
ing, vary in value from about $10 
to $40. 

Of particular interest to the student 
of history are the autographs of the 
Colonial governors of Massachusetts. 
John Carver, William Bradford, John 
Winthrop, John Endicott — what a 
galaxy of brilliant personalities one 
finds among the earliest governors! 
Their autographs are extremely 
scarce and eagerly sought after, and 
on the rare occasions when a full 
autograph letter of one of these 
founding fathers appears for sale, 
the price fetched is generally in four 
figures.. Of much more common oc- 
currence, and therefore less valuable, 
are the letters of their successors, 
and signed documents of Francis 
Bernard, William. Shirley, and Thomas 
Hutchinson, for example, may be 
picked up for as little as $5. The last 
royal governor of Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, Hutchinson was a brilliant 
and sincere administrator who had 
the misfortune to be caught in the 
fires of revoiution. His mansion was 
burned in 1765 by infuriated colonists, 
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and after the Boston Tea Party, he 
retired to England where he wrote 
an authoritative “History of the Col- 
ony of Massachusetts Bay.” No less 
interesting was William Shirley, who 
became royal governor of Massa- 
chusetts in 1741 and was later a leader 
in the French and Indian War. Much 
of Shirley’s vast correspondence deals 
with the frontier wars in which he 
played a significant, if somewhat 
bungling role, and, in general, his let- 
ters are distinguished for their fasci- 
nating contents. Here is a letter 
which I purchased not long ago, re- 
vealing the bitterness and chicanery 
which existed in the New York col- 
ony about a quarter of a century be- 
fore the Revolutionary War: 


Boston August 24th 1748 
Sir/ ; 

His Majesty’s orders to me to act in

Despite his bitter quarrels with 
the New York Assembly, Governor 
Clinton remained at his post for near- 
ly eight more years, accumulating a 
vast fortune. In those days, many a 
poor man was appointed to the office 
of governor, and, after a few years 
of unbridled greed, retired to Eneg- 
land, purchased an estate, and lived 
in luxury for the rest of his life. It 
was essentially the same system as 
that of ancient Rome, whereby those 
in high favor with the government 
were put at the head of a colony, and 
were expected to harvest a fortune 
in graft. Most of them did, and New 
York was considered to be one of the 
most lucrative of the colonial plums. 
Governor Clinton’s successor, Sir 
Danvers Osborne, could not have 
pumped much wealth out of the col- 
onists, for he hanged himself with 
his handkerchief five days after his 
arrival in New York. 

Of the New York governors, the 
most interesting by far were the 
Dutch directors-general of the New 
Netherlands — Peter Minuit, Wouter 
Van Twiller, William Kieft, and the 
incredible Peter Stuyvesant. Rare 
indeed are their autographs, almost 
never encountered except in the form 
of signed documents. The peglegged 
Stuyvesant left only a slender legacy 
of autographs, and specimens most 
often crop up in the form of land 
patents bearing his curious and much 
desired signature. These are worth 
around $200 to $300, and the collector 
may have to wait some time before 
he has the privilege of buying one. 
Later governors of New York were 
far more considerate, from the auto- 
graph collector’s point-of-view. Lord 
Bellomont, Robert Hunter, James De- 
Lancey, and William Tryon left suf- 
ficient autographs so that specimens 
may be secured without sounding the 
bottom of one’s purse. Their signed 
documents generally fetch only a few 
dollars each. 

One of the most eagerly collected of 
all early American autographs is that 
of William Penn, who, fortunately, 
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left behind him an abundant supply 
of letters and documents. Signed 
land grants, adorned with his large 
and very legible signature, may be 
purchased for $75 to $100, while his 
full autugraph letters range in vilue 
trom around $150 to $500. For let- 
ters of exceptional interest, the price 
may mount into the thousands. His 
successors, Thomas Penn and John 
Penn, were also prolific writers, and 
one may have a signed document of 
either for as little as $5 or $10. 

While generalizations are always 
hazardous, it is usually true that the 
autographs of the earlier gover)ors 
are rarer and more costly, while 
those of the administrators who 
governed in the fifty or hundred ycars 
preceding the Revolution are rather 
inexpensive. The autographs of the 
more famous personalities — Roger 
Williams of Rhode Island and James 
Oglethorpe of Georgia, for examp!e— 
command high prices and seldom ap- 
pear fer saie. In marked contrast, 
the autographs of the later royal 
governors are not infrequently of- 
fered for a dollar or two each, and 
these would. form an admirable basis 
on which to build a collection of axito- 
graphs. It has always been my opin- 
ion that, considering their great in- 
terest and rarity, the autographs of 
the royal gevernors are much under- 
priced. After all, these were the men 
who helped to create America, and 
their names will always be remen- 
bered. The collector who begins by 
going after the more common and less 
valuable names in this series will 
soon discover that he has chosen a 
fascinating field and one which will 
add greatly to his knowledge of early 
American history.

ing Ground.” It was to show the cul- 
ture of the early Americans — 
especially their skill in working and 
flaking stones. It also shows the varied 
materials they used. It was to be of 
interest to archaeologists, scholars 
and historians. Collectors have also 
shown much interest and appreciation. 
I dedicated the map to Chief Pontiac, 
as he and Chief Powhaton gave the 
first American demonstration of Uni- 
ted Nations. I have made an inten- 
sive study of the life of this great 
chieftain and the more I study it— 
the more it impresses me. 


“It took me seven years to complete 
the work. I drove many thousands of 
miles in search of authentic speci- 
mens. I have often regretted I did 
not have time and money to go into 
every state and get each specimen 
first hand. I had to depend on many 
people and organizations to help me 
complete this project. I contacted 
many chapters of Disabled American 


Veterans, Veterans of Foreign Wars, : 


American Legion Posts, Archaeologi- 
cal Societies, Chambers of Commerce, 
Postmasters, Collectors, Rock Clubs, 
Schools and other organizations. I 
would hesitate to say how many let- 
ters it was necessary to write. I’d 
receive the name of some individual 
who might have the specimen I de- 
sired-then I’d try and make contact. 
Some would reply—others would not. 


These artifacts are getting more 
difficult to obtain as time goes on. The 
workers have gone on a strike and 
the factories will never be reopened. 


“T endeavored to get as many of 
these as possible from historic spots— 
such as specimens from the Mount 
Vernon plantation, Old Fort Casper, 
in Wyoming, the King Ranch _ in 
Texas, and others too numerous to 
mention.

“T did not realize the acclaim it 
would receive. When it was completed 
and put on display it aroused state 
wide attention.

Tourists, like 
yourself, heard of it and drove for 
miles to see it. Many were very enthu- 
siastic over it and offered me quite 
attractive offers for it.

ARCHAELOGISTS STUDY 
WESTERN SITES 


Remains dating from earliest con- 
tacts between Indian and White men 
in the Missouri Valley are being ex- 
cavated this season by archaeologists 
of the River Basin Surveys—an inter- 
agency cooperative project of the 
Smithsonian Institution, the National 
Parks Service, the Bureau of Recla- 
mation, and the Corps of Engineers. 
The object of the work is to preserve 
as much as possible of historical in- 
formation in areas that soon will be 
flooded by reservoirs. The archaeolo- 
gists are uncovering many details of 
the “winning of the West.” 


The area concerned is that of some 
of the bloodiest of the Indian wars. 
At the start. however, these were not 
between Whites and Indians, accord- 
ing to Dr. Frank H. H. Roberts, Jr., 
of the Bureau of American Ethnology, 
director of the Surveys. Up to about 
the middle of the eighteenth century, 
at least, the Indians along the Miss- 
ouri were relatively peaceful people— 
small farmers living in unprotected 
earth-lodge villages. Their days of 
peace ended when the warlike Dak- 
ota Sioux, pushed westward from 
their ancestral home in _ southern 
Minnesota by expanding White col-

When one like myself, who has been 
collecting arms or varied types, meets 
with a young man like Foster Tall- 
man, all full of enthusiasm when dis- 
cussing firearms, he is reminded of 
the early days when items were cheap 
and money expensive, and now that 
the situation is reversed. Foster, who 
is 24 years of age, is the proud pos- 
sessor of a fine grouping of Ameri- 
can military muskets, swords, some 
pistols, horns, flasks, canteens, and 
all the accoutrements pertaining 
thereto. It is plain to see his interest 
is in American history and the devel- 
opment of this great nation in the last 
two centuries rather than the arms 
of other nations many centuries old. 


Foster Tallman, now enrolled in the 
U. S. Army Engineer Officer’s School, 
Fort Belvoir, Virginia, is a careful 
collector who knows what he ‘wants. 
Born in Orange, N. J., on May 10, 
1928, he is fortunate in that both his 
father and brother are collectors of 
guns; father coilects moderns and 
brother collects fine cased _ sets. 
Foster started gun collecting when he 
was ten years old, his brother having 
presented him with an old musket, 
campaign cap, and a knapsack. Four- 
teen years later he is happy to state 
that he still has the cap and knap- 
sack, and to these he has now added 
about seventy-five long guns none 
dating later than 1865, about fifteen 
being flint-locks including a fine dog- 
lock dating about 1730-40, nine car- 
bines, and the rest percussion arms. 


He also has thirty-one swords, sev- 
eral knives, two Civil War lances, one 
pike, and much equipment such as 


canteens, bullet pouches, etc. All his, 


weapons have been used by the U. S. 
Military forces in past military his- 
tory. Several are of English and Ger- 
man manufacture such as the famous 
Brown Bess flintlock musket used by 
the British against the American col- 
onists. The dog-lock musket by 
Blythe is the type used in pre-Revo- 
lutionary days and is British made.

The Element of the Titan 


Titanium, the ninth most abundant 
element in the earth’s crust, is rapid- 
ly becoming of great industrial im- 
portance. It makes steel strong at 
high temperatures, an important mat- 
ter in these days of jet engines, and 
has a multitude of other uses includ- 
ing the manufacture of pigments. Two 
of the most important of titanium 
ores are Ilmenite, an iron-titanium 
ore that is often somewhat magnetic 
or at least responding feebly to a 
strong magnet.

FOWLERITE—Metasilicate of man- 
ganese and zine. Hardness 5.5 to

Red or pink. This is considered a 
variety of rhodonite in which some 
of the manganese is replaced with 
zine. 

GRAFTONITE—Manganese, iron, 
calcium phosphate. Hardness 5. 
Specitic gravity 3.7. A rare mineral 
found in pegmatite near Grafton, 
N. H. It occurs as layers with 
triphylite. 

HOLLAN DITE—Oxide of manganese 
and barium. Hardness 4 to 6. Spe- 
cific gravity 4.95.

The lower part of 
the sandstone is red and the upper 
part white. The coloring matter is 
hematite and turgite. The mass is 
essentially a fine-grained, friable 
quartz sandstone held together by 
calcareous cement. 

The outstanding feature of the 
Navajo is the bedding, which is quite 
unlike that of ordinary sedimentary 
rocks. It is built up of layers in all 
kinds of positions, many of them 
curved and some, as in one place in 
Refrierator Canyon, bent into almost 
complete circles. Cross bedding is 
common and had led geologists to be- 
lieve that the formation consists of 
hardened sand dunes. 

The arches are a prominent feature 
that everyone notices as they are 
common and some are deep so the 
Basketmakers and later Pueblos used 
them for shelters. They sometimes 
form where seeping water dissolves 
the line cement. Sometimes they re- 
sult from rock falls, the curve of the 
arch iollowing the curve of the strata. 

The sandstone contains so much 
pore space that it is able to hoid a 
lage amount of water which gradu- 
aly seeps out forming springs and 
little waterfalls. In some places the 


‘Tcliffs are wet on the surface and cov- 


ered ‘with masses of Venus-hair fern 
and brilliant flowers such as lobelia 
splendens. 

The principal mineral is the im- 





pure hematite commonly called iron- 
stone. Unusually large masses with 
odd shapes can be found by climbing 
to the narrow ridge above Refriger- 
tor Canyon and leading across to 
ngel’s Landing. 

Some of the temples wear a little 
cap consisting of the “temple cap 
member” of the Navajo. This is rath- 
r soft and very red and is rapidly 
eroded away. The “blood” on the Al- 
tar of Sacrifice consists of turgite

Those entering the canyon will note 
at the right and near the base of the 
Watchman a sheer red cliff in the 
midst of a talus slope. This is a bit of 
the Chinle formation which is not 
well exposed here, although it forms 
the famous Vermilion Cliffs ina 
number of other places in Utah. 

One may note on peaks in the upper 
part of the canyon a cap rock that is 
white and does not produce red 
streaks. This is the Carmel forma- 
tion, which consists of limestone. 
Pebbles as from it can sometimes be 
found in the bed of the stream and 
they are scmewhat fossiliferous. 


Jade Windows 


Rare white jade forms the central 
cross of a unique church window 34x 
6% ft., installed this fall in the 
chapel of the North Shore Baptist 
church, Chicago. 

James Lewis Kraft, 77, chairman 
emeritus of the board of the Kraft 
Foods Co., collected the 446 pieces of 
jade for the window over a twenty- 
five year period, with the help of as- 
sistants, from Alaska to Arizona. He 
himself found the world’s second 
largest jade boulder weighing one and 
a quarter tons near Lander, Wyo., 
which he presented to the Chicago 
Museum of Natural History. 

Besides cutting and polishing choice 
jade pieces in the workshop of his 
Wilmette home, he helped design the 
chapel window, which had been his 
“dream” project. 

For many years he also made jade 
“merit rings” as special rewards to 
his employees.

“EMPEROR’S TOP 
SHELL” 


Several specimens of one of the 
world’s loveliest and, until recently, 
rarest sea shells, the “emperor’s top 
shell,” have just been added to the 
collections of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

This shell, about 5 inches in diam- 
eter, is that of a sea snail of a genus 
which was fairly abundant during the 
Mesozoic geological period, about 
300,000,000 years ago, and supposedly 
was long since extinct. It was known 
only from fossil specimens. Then, a- 
bout 80 years ago, one was found 
alive in a Japanese lobster trap. This 
was a biological find of the utmost 
importance. Thereafter the snail was

seen very rarely until the present 
Emperor of Japan, himself a biologist 
and specialist on mollusks, orcered 
that all specimens be reserved fo: his 
collection. The Emperor’s interes: en- 


couraged Japanese fishermen and 
lobstermen to keep a special looxout 
for the animals. Since then they have 
been found quite frequently, but they 
still are a relative rarity. They ap- 
parently are distributed around the 
world in semitropical waters. Two 
species have been found in the West 
Indies, and a new one recently has 
been reported from South Africa. The 
shells are a rich golden-orange in 
color, highlighted with reds and sal- 
mons. 

Among other recent additions to the 
Smithsonian collections are speci- 
mens of the “original shell collector,” 
the shell that collects shells. This 
also is a sea snail, rather widely dis- 
tributed in tropical waters. It has the 
habit of gluing on its own shell frag- 
ments of the shells of other animals, 
bits of coral, or, for that matter, al- 
most any kind of debris it can pick 
up. The purpose is not known, but it 
may be for protective camouflage. 
Seen in shallow waters, the creature 
looks like a little pile of broken shells 
on the sea bottom.

Churches and Cathedrals of France 
Pictured on View Cards [Part 1] 


(ne of the most interesting svecial- 
ize collections is a collection of his- 
tor.c churches and cathedrals pictured 
on good view cards. An interesting 
church view is really more appropri- 
ate for Christmas greeting than the 
much used poinsettias, or snow scenes. 
And among interesting views, the old 
catuedrals, and the village churches 
of old European historic places hold 
high place. 

We have recently had the geod for- 
tune to study two interesting groups 
of cards featuring the churches of 
France. Both groups were collected 
during the First World War by Ser- 
vice Men who are artists, and not post 
card collectors. Rowan De Coster 
collected the French church views be- 
cause of his interest in the art, 
architectural, and engineering aspects 
of the buildings. The other artist, 
who wishes to remain obscure, col-

lected his through interest in the 
religious phase, and has a great num- 
ber of interior views, and views of 
statues, altars, relics, and a few that 
have been through the mails. Oddly 
enough, there are very few duplicates, 
although the cards are from the same 
towns, and of the same views and 
time. The former group outnumbers 
the latter in colored views. 

The French church cards have a 
similaritv in that they are all printed 
on thin but tough and pliable card. 
Most of them are in black and white, 
or sepia; and the colored ones have 
only one or two colors, such as a blue 
sky, tan walls, and the two colors 
overlapping on the trees. Most of 
these cards are labeled with initials 
only, or with a short trad2 name, the 
entire name used on only an occasional 
card. The more prominently repre- 
sented makers are:

Many of these cards are so similar 
to the others, that it may be that 
Brossard, Berry, and others were dis- 
tributors who ordered in sufficient 
quantity to have their own names or 
initials imprinted. To one who has 
never been to France and who learned 
her little French in a small American 
college, these cards and their mark- 
ings look much alike. 

It is the subject matter of these 
ecards that is the most interesting. 
Great numbers of these French 
churches were built in Gothic, that 


most interesting of architectures, 
which produces huge masses filled 
With infinite variety, and exquisite 


Ceiail, ali blended into one gorgeous 
whole. In the enormous church, one 
feels like an infinitesimal part of 


the marvelous creation of the Master. 
The church itself fills one with such 
awe and reverence, that musie and 
services are not absolutely essential— 
contemplation of the grandeur, medi- 
tation in the awesome stillness are 
sufficient tor cleansing the soul of 
ali smaliness. The tail pillars are 
reminiscent of the great forests of 
the North. Their many branches, 
like the branches of towering trees, 
support the roof high overhead. Win- 
dows, filled with a myriad of colored 
panes, shed the lights of the glorious 
sunset filtering through the leaves. 
Birds, angels, and imps of stone rest 
high in the branches, or watch silently 
from the corn.ces. Tiny buds and 
flowers are carved on every panel of 
wood and on every finial of stone. A 
great rose window is filled with the 
glory of a sinking sun, as it grows 
larger and larger just before vanish- 
ing over the horizen 
Entire generations of many fami- 
lies gave their lives to the carving of

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the many statues and images, or into 
the molding and setting of the leaded 
glass windows, or the casting of 
bronze doors and stations, or the de- 
licate work of gold, silver, and jewels 
for the altars and vessels. Many 
others, also important, followed the 
plans of the master builders, and 
piled up these thick walls of stone, 
surrounded them with the flying but- 
tresses, and topped them with towers 
and spires whose budded tips of stone 
seemed still growing into the heavens. 
It seems almost a sacrilege to come 
back to earth and mention mere post 
cards, but they are the beautiful 
miniature pictures and paintings of 
these loved churches. The churches 
of Paris are the subjects of most of 
the views. Best known of these is 
the great cathedral of Notre Dame. 
The front views show three massive 
double doors in recessed entrances 
lined on each side with more than 
life-sized stone images. Above the 
doors is & row of stone saints across 
the entire front. Above the saints is 
the great. rose window, flanked on 
each side by arched windows. A 
fourth level is composed of tall stone 
pillars arched at the tops. Above 
these are the two massive square 
towers that seem to be cut off be- 
cause the architect had aspired too 
high for the safety of the building. 
There is a center spire that stands 
like a slender finger pointing heaven- 
ward. The side views show the cross 
shape of the church, the many flying 
buttresses, other rose windows in the 
transepts, and several tiers of win- 
dows in between the buttresses. 
Full views of Notre Dame from the 
front are on cards by Jeangette,

barely caught at FIRST, the music seems tog. 
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Paris (sepia—no number); A.P. 
(293); Valentine of England; M.J. 
(541); L.L. (127); and Tuck Oilettes 
marked “Cart Postale ‘Tuck’ ” (Paris 
No. 27L, and Paris Series 945 P. No. 
34). Pictures showing an oblique from 
the front corner are by L.L. (129 and 
1235); N D Phot (9—c.); N D Phot 
(9); and Yvon (34). A lateral view 
is given on N D (98) and C.N. (236). 
Rear oblique views are on A.L. (47); 
Yvon (7); and a full rear view is by 
L.L. (131). Two rear views showing 
this beautiful ‘structure silhouetted 
against the sky were by L’Abiele, and 
Yvon. Close-ups of the three front 
entrances are on L.L. (1061); LJ & 
Cie (Y1). The central portal is on 
N D Phot (230); and a lateral portal 
on L.L. (483). 


An interior view of Notre Dame’s 
altar taken from the main door is on 
L.L. card (135), and a very similar 
one on N D (142). N D (105), and 
E B (2389 and 1194) earry close-up 
views of what look like Devils gazing 
from the corners high up near the 
towers down upon the people far 
below; and N D (69) is a giant bird 
of stone perched upon the corner of 
a tower. There are four views of 
treasures in the forms of jeweled 
crosses, and intricate cases contain- 
ing the relies of saints, on cards by 
N D Phot (2098, 2095, 2096, and 
2099). In addition, there are un- 
numbered cards showing paintings of 
the fishermen, and of Christ with the 
fishermen. These are by the artist 
Rubens, and are treasures of the 
cathedral. 

Also in Paris is the exquisite La 
Sainte Chapelle, with its one en- 
trance, one large rose window and 
center spire. The chapel is a jewel 
of Gothie architecture built within 
the precincts of the Royal Palais, now 
the Palace of Justice. It was erected 
by Pierre de Montereau during the 
years 1245 and 1248. The spire was 
reconstructed in the XIX Century. 
Exteriors are by N D Phot (42, and 
60), and L.L. (782). The spire is bv 
Yvon (23). and L.L. (107). Interior 
views showing the very exquisite rose 
window, La Rosace, are by N D Phot 
(40 and 3217). Two views of La 
Sainte Chapelle Crypte are N D Phot 
(40), and L.L. (108); and three views 
of the Reliquaire are N D Phot (43 
and 3213) and a colored view (57). 


There are three views of Saint- 
Jaques, which is a tower, not a church. 
They are N D Phot (84, b. & w.; and 
84, handcolored), and an English 
card with no number. 


A view of Ancient Paris gives us 
the rear and side door of Sainte- 
Eustache ag it looked in 1840. There 
are interiors of Saint Gervaise, L.L. 
(556); and of St. Etienne (the Tomb 
of Ste. Genevieve), N D Phot (251); 
and an exterior of Saint—Severin, 
N D Phot (75). There are views of 
other Paris churches. They, however, 
are not pure Gothic, or they are 
Roman with domes, or Greek in style. 
Among these are St. Germaine L’ 
Auxerrois, A P (323); St. Germaine 
des Pres, N D Phot (170); Sacred 
Heart, A-J.H. (8), J. H. (85), A.J-H. 
(6), A P (448), N D Phot (180), 
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L.L. (1825), and L D unnumbered, 
and Oilette Paris VIII Serie 952 P 
No. 52. Eglise Saint Augustin and 
Eglise de la Sorbonne are on uwun- 
numbered cards. L’Eglise de la 
Trinite is on N D Phot (104); and 
Saint Etienne du Mont on N D Phot 
(101), and L.L. (170). La Made- 
leine, built in the form of a Grecian 
Temple, is on Mona (84), J H (452), 
Yvon (13, 3, and 64). 


The cathedral at Reims, which was 
destroyed by the Germans on i9 
September, 1914, was even more ex- 
quisitely beautiful than Notre Dame, 
It was the inspiration for many 
beautiful pictures and cards. The 
front view shows exquisitely carved 
door ways deep within recessed 
arches. There is ag lovely smaller 
rose window under the central arch 
and directly over the main door. A 
large rose window is above, flanked 
by tall, graceful arches which con- 
tinue down the sides and on the tran- 
septs. High above, the twelve foot 
stone figures set in elaborate frames 
of stone about eighteen feet high seem 
lacy and delicate at the distance. Top- 
ping all are two square towers of 
beautiful contour. 


Cards were made of Reims Cathe- 
dral by N D Phot (252), Frith (Eng- 
lish); and the Cathedral before the 
war (special Cathedral Edition). A 
Baudet card (309) in colors shows the 
hull of the building, beautiful even 
in ruins. A card from a_ booklet 
published by the cathedral (5 A) 
shows the ensemble of the three front 
doors. There ig an unnumbered view 
ot the North side before the war. One 
showing the ruins of the cathedral 
and the complete destruction of the 
old houses in the neighborhood, was 
published by De Souza of Toronto 
(32 A). It is of the south lateral 
view. Three cards showing close 
views of portals are Cathedral photos 
(27 a and 28 a); and N D Phot (4). 
Cathedral Photo (19 A) is the Galerie 
of Kings, and C N (219) is a view of 
the dedication of Charles VII at 
Reims. 


Chartres Cathedral, though smaller 
than Notre Dame and Reims, is a 
beautiful work of art and an ex- 
quisite example of Gothic architec- 
ture. It also has three main doors, 
each flanked by rows of stone figures, 
the large rose window above the 
center door and in each transept. In 
this cathedral the transept doors are 
also very interesting. There are three 
views from the southeast: L.L. (2) and 
N D Phot (100 and 762). One view 
from the southwest is L.L. (8); the 
south tier of three portals on L.L. 
(number erased), and two of the 
north portal, N D Phot (29) and 
Foucault (301). Close views of the 


‘north portals, showing the multiple 


carvings of angels, saints, and Biblical 
characters, are on Foucault cards 
(310 and 317). Detail of the south 
portal is on L.L. (15); and detail of 
the central door is N. G. (17). In- 
terior carvings in stone show the 
miracles of Christ: Pictures on N )D 
Phot (31) and 882). A group of 
angels and Mary in the Assumption,

I have tried to give a variety so 
that every one interested in cards 
could find something of interest and 
helpfulness.

Collectors will find much more de- 
light in their hobby when they know 
more about it. As we learn more of 
ecards and the earlier issues we feel 
the tragedy of breaking up decks in 
beautiful condition when they could 
be a pleasure through generations as 
decks, maybe eventually finding their 
way into a museum. So often, a deck 
appears very dirty and soiled as a 
deck but the individual cards are not 
noticeably soiled, the edge of a deck 
is—. So when you who do not care 
for decks obtain an old deck-U. S. 
or foreign, why not pass iton to a 
deck collector for a deck they have 
with maybe two or three cards miss- 
ing and soiled edges. They can add 
other cards of the same type so you 
get your fifty-two or fifty-three cards. 


‘A good deck is. preserved and: you 


have those needed “traders.”*We eol- 
lectors of today are guardians of 
museum items of tomorrow. We can 
enjoy our hobby with greater satis- 
faction when we feel we are preserv- 
ing something to live after we are 
through with it, as others have done 
with these our century old decks.

Let us do as much. 

How many collectors know and meet 
with other collectors in their city or 
community? It is quite an advan- 
tage to take turns studying and 
looking up the history and other data 
on some deck or issue, or even series, 
giving a discussion on ‘that topic, 
exchanging bits of information and 
duplicate cards or decks. If there 
are collectors who do not know of 
other collectors in their community 
write me and I will put you in con- 
tact with your nearest collectors or 
group. Maybe a group meets in your 
city. Will groups who meet, advise me 
so 1 will have the information for 
others who may be interested. 

As many of you know, I have been 
advertising for books on Playing 
Cards and often have duplicate books 
offered me. If you who are interested 
in securing books advise me of your 
interest, I will be glad to pass on in- 
formation about editions.

BOUCHER Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





BOUCHER deCREVECOEUR - 


Artois, Champagne. D’azur au crois- 
sant d’argent accompagne de trois 
etoiles d’or. Cimier: Une etoile d’or; 
ou,un croissant d’argent. Tenants 
deux Tures, au naturel. 


The above description of the BOU- 
CHER Armorial Bearing is registered 
in Rietstap’s “Armorial General,” 
foremost authority on Continental 
Arms. 

Translated into English Heraldic 
terms: Azure. a crescent argent be- 
tween three ‘six-pointed mullets or. 
Crest—A six-pointed mullet or; or, 
a crescent argent. Supporters: Two 
Turks proper. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A blue (azure) shield, on 
which is charged a silver (argent) 
crescent between three gold (or) Six- 
pointed stars, or mullets. The crest 
can be either a gold star, or a silver 
crescent. The supporters, not drawn 
here, are two Turks dressed in 
natural colcs, or “proper.” 

In English Heraldry, the “estoile” 
is a six-pointed star with wavy edges, 
and the “mullet” is a five-pointed 
star with straight edges. The French 
word “etoile” is a stx-pointed star 
with straight edges. A mullet may 
have six points if so described. 

The star and crescent both denote 
Crusader ancestry—the crescent con- 
quest over the Turks—which probably 
accounts for the Turks supporting 
the shield; and the star—‘“one above 
the ruder sort of man, whose in- 
fluence shines afar like the beams of 
a star.” ° 


Colors represent the personal char- 
acteristics of the original bearer, and 
are granted only if he be worthy. 
Blue signifies loyalty and_ truth; 
silver, sincerity and peace; gold, gen- 
erosity and elevation of mind. 


THE CHRISTMAS STAR 


Nearly every year I have chosen a 
name with a Christmas symbol in the 
Coat-of-Arms, for the December is- 
sue. Last year—not. This year it 
just came, as it has come before 
sometimes, without searching for it. 
The one who requested the article 
did not have December, nor the star, 
in mind when talking with me about 
it. ‘this person, is Mrs. Alice L. 
Hirtle, whom I mentioned in the 
October issue, when writing about mv 
trip East. She it is who has lived 
in Harwich, on Cape Cod, “The Ship’s 
Bell,” combination Guest House and 
Antique Shop, during the summer 
season. Her home is in Malden, 
Mass. 

Mrs. Hirtle and I had been corres- 
ponding for years, and I had sent her 
the Rongnion (Runyon) Coat-of- 
Arms, which is hanging in her hall. 
She has always been interested in 
Anne Boucher, wite of Vincent, the 
first Runyon in this country, and I 
was happy to grant her wish, and 
write on that name, as [ had written 
the Runyon, previously. 

She gave me the following refer- 
ences for her authority about the fam- 
ily and Coat-of-Arms, and also other 
notes she had gleaned, which I will 
combine with those I have. I did not 
check these authorities, but it is Lt. 
Col. Kephart’s “Runyon Family,” I 
believe, that has had this Coat-of- 
Arms traced as authentic tor the Ann 
Boucher family. Another reference 
is The National Genealogical Quarter- 
ly, Vol. XXIX, Dec. 1941. 

However, I have just checked Riet- 
stap’s Armorial General, old-standby, 
and I know it is one of many Boucher 
Coats-ofArms there listed, with many 
di.ferent symbols. We are just glad 
this one happened to be The Christ- 
mas Star. 


ANNE BOUCHER 


Gov. Philip Carteret, of New Jersey, 
also of French descent, issued the 
following statement: “This Couple 
were joyned in Matrimony the 17 
July 1668 by me, Jas. Bollen.” 

“Whereas I have received informa- 
tion of a Mutuall Intent and Agree- 
ment between Vincent Rongnion of 
Poitiers in France and Anne Boutcher 
the daughter of John Boutcher of 
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Hartford in England to Solemnig 
Marriage together, for which they 
have Requested my Lycence’—etc 

‘his couple, from whom Mrs. Hirtl 
is descended, had twelve child-ep, 
Her line, beginning with Vincen} 
comes down ‘through, ‘thomas, Vin. 
cent, Cornelius, Aiexander, and Abra. 
ham, her father. The 2nd Vincent 
probably went to Virginia, and suc. 
ceeding generations to Ohio, settiing 
near Hiilsboro. She ig stiil trying to 
prove Revolutionary service for her 
Vincent. 

She has been convinced from her 
reading and studying through the 
years, that Vincent Runyon’s wife, 
Anne Boucher, although coming here 
from England, was of French ex- 
traction. And from my reading to- 
day, perhaps in ditterent books from 
hers, I am also convinced. 

In surname books, We find the 
English Boucher was from Boursieres 
local in Burgundy, and that in France 
and England the name was spelled 
Bouchierre, Bucher, Butcher, Bov- 
cher, Boetticher, Bouchere, and Eov- 
tcher—with perhaps still more varia- 
tions. 

Orra Eugene Monette, in “First 
Settlers Ye Plantation of Piscataway 
and Woodbridge, N. J.,” tells much 
about both of these families. From 
his studies, he believes that John and 
his daughter Anne came from Hert- 
fordshire, the county in England, in- 
stead of the town Hartford. He says: 

“Vincent Runyon, Huguenot, who 
most strikingly illustrates the French 
Protestant origins, the religious 
schism in France, and the expatria- 
tion sacrifices and the struggle for 
human freedom in a new environment, 
with a meritorious distinction, which 
gave vital effect to and influence up- 
on the civilization in a new world. 
He was the sole head of a new race, 
whose progeny with every French at- 
tribute, intermarried and diffused it- 
self through thousands of early New 
Jersey people, ol 

“He came, it is sai’, before 1668, 
to the Isle of Jersey, tiien to America, 
his first act being to align with, by 
marriage, an alleged English woman, 
Anne Boutcher, by name, coming from 
Herts, England, but who, in reality 
was Anne Bouchierre, a French wo- 
man of his own nativity.” 

John, Anne’s father, probably had 
three or four brothers in West Jersey, 
and sons. The name was_ usually 
spelled Butcher, and that name is 
still to be found in New Jersey, and 
Philadelphia, at least. 


THE WEAVERS 


Another reason for believing Anne’s 
ancestors were French, is because dur- 
ing the Huguenot exodus from France 
to several countries, thousands went 
to England. There, in various sec- 
tions of the land, they were allowed 
to set up industries such as they had 
been engaged in in France. Vast num- 
bers were weavers, and not only from 
the laboring class, but executives, 
owners, artists, designers, etc. <Au- 
thorities on tapestries all mention the 
emigration of weavers during this 
period, and Monette particularlv re- 
fers to “Extracts from the Court 
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Books of London” by Frome, edited 
by W. C. Waller, 1931, published by 
Butler V. Tanner Ltd. in London, 
and “The French Blood in America” 
by Lucian J. Fosdick (1906). From 
1610 to 1722 men were listed by 
Waller, who had belonged to Weavers’ 
companies, and showed that they were 
from all walks of life, from laborers 
to nobility. In one list is a Peter 
Bouchar (Boucher) in 1672, in Eng- 
Janc. 

Francois Boucher has been con- 
sidered not only the outstanding 
tapestry artist of his time and coun- 
try, but of all times and the world. 

G. L. Hunter, in “A Practical Book 
of “apestries,’ has several] illustra- 
tions of Boucher’s work, and says 
that the Beauvais Tapestry Works 
were kept busy by Boucher, greatest 
desizner of the eighteenth century,” 
Qf the Beauvais-Boucher tapestries 
there are six sets in 45 pieces. “Psy- 
che’ established Boucher as first 
among designers. This, in five pieces, 
porirays the story of Psyche as re- 
vise] from the ancient Latin narra- 
tive. at Chateau-Thierry, by Lafon- 
taine. There are a few whole sets 
in existence, and several separate 
pieces, owned by individual collectors, 
and Royal museums,—as are also his 
Italian, Chinese, Loves of the Gods, 
and Pastorales. 

Francois Boucher afterwards went 
to the Gobelin Factory, and among 
other famous pieces, designed The 
Rising of the Sun, and The Setting of 
the Sun, for Madame Pompadour. 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTES 


While looking through indexes in 
Newberry Library, Chicago, and fol- 
lowing up the leads on this name, I 
found, as the surname books revealed, 
different nationalities. Both English 
and French families had come to 
Canada, and were distinguished in 
religious, literary and government 
circles. One family from France had 
founded Boucherville in Quebee about 
1685. Perrines, a French Huguenot 
family having come through New 
Jersey to Michigan, had married 
Bouchers from Canada. A Montana 
family of the name had come from 
Quebec. 

Gabriel Boucher migrated from 
Kentucky to Missouri. “Pioneers of 
Illinois” tells of John Boucher, son of 
a Frenchman, born in Kentucky in 
1753, and settling in Illinois Territory 
in 1801—perhaps the same family. 

In Loudoun Co., Virginia, lived 
Matthew Boushelder, born in France 
in 1701, also a Euphrates Boucher. 
Daniel Boucher was Burgess from 
= of Wight County, Virginia, in 
653, 

Hughes, in “American Ancestry,” 
has a line from William of Germany 
through Anthony of Claverack, New 
York, (1769-1857), through Peter of 
Claverack (1799-1870), to Henry 
Martindale Boucher. 

And, across the water—William 
Seabright of London, born 1620, was 
to be buried by his wife. He men- 


tioned in his will her grandchild 
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Elizabeth, elder daughter of Sir James 
Boucher, Knight, and seven others in 
the family. 

“Nobiliaire Universelle de France” 
has many volumes, and among others 
of the Boucher name, they mention 
Jehan Le Juneau who, in 1430, mar- 
ried Jehanne Le Boucher, from Anjou 
and Champagne. You will recall that 
the Coat-of-Arms used here was of a 
Champagne family. Champagne, the 
book remarked, had the most of the 
Boucher name. 


A BOUCHER GENEALOGY 


The only one on the shelves at New- 
berry was this one “Boucher Family, 
(Bowsher, Bauscher, Bausher, Bou- 
cher), Descendants of Daniel Boucher 
ot Berks County, Pennsylvania, and 
Notes of Other Families, published 
in New York City in 1917 by Francis 
E. Burkhardt, for Franklin A. Burk- 
hardt of Lima, Ohio, the compiler. 

Daniel Boucher had come from 
Alsace-Lorraine, then a_ part of 
France, to this country on the “‘Presi- 
dent,” about 1752. In that year he 
had settled in Albany Township. 
Berks County, Pennsylvania. He ha 
seven sons and four daughters, all ot 
whom settled near their father’s home. 
But about 1784 they began to move 
farther West, Ohio being the goal of 
some of them, others going farther 
on toward the prairies. It is a splen- 
did history of the family, and there 
are interesting photographs all 
through the book. 

In reading I was suddenly attracted 
to the name of my home town— 
Centreville, Mich., and the name of 
William N. Shumaker. I knew the 
three brothers, Solomon, Levi and 
Noah, who had farms near each other 
and near town when I was young, but 
I could not think who William N. was. 
So, I wrote to Susan Shumaker who 
is reporter for some of the neighbor- 
ing town papers, and asked her if it 
was the Three Rivers William Shu- 
maker. Her older sister Annie and I 
.-3re in the same class in school. She 
replied immediately that the William 
N. in the book was her father—whom 
I had always known as Noah! That 
his mother was Hannah Boucher, who 
married Frederick Shumaker in 
Pennsylvania. She died in Tiffin, Ohio, 
in 1908, but had lived alternately 
with her three sons in Centreville, 
Mich., the last years of her life. 


FROM THE BOUCHER BOOK 


The best from this Genealogy I am 
keeping until the last, so that as you 
finish the reading, (after your mind 
has been flying from one family and 
place to another,) you may have a 
greater appreciation of the history of 
this family before the coming into 
America, and also of those who stayed 
in their native land. But remember 
that Daniel of Alsace when it was in 
German hands, is mainly in the 
mind of the writer. 

Knowing I could not paraphrase 
these pages to approach the beauty 
and compactness of the original, I 
wrote to the publisher, asking permis- 
sion to copy from these particular 
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pages. The letter was returned. I 
sent it then to the compiler, and a 
reply came from Mrs. Burkhardt, 
stating that her husband Mr. brank- 
lin Burkhardt had passed away in 
1945, and that she gladly gave me 
permiss.on to copy verbatim the pas- 
sages I wished for this article. My 
readers will surely join me in thank- 
ing her for this priviege. And, | am 
sure Mrs. Hirtle, sponsoring it, will 
also appreciate this resume and let 
her imagination run riot as she thinks 
of her Anne and her French ancestors. 


CHAPTER I. 
Whence Came the Bouchers. 


In French history the name LBoucher is 
attuned to rich heroic memories. A 
study of its most ancient appearance 
would take us back to the Crusades and 
far beyond to a dim past that a 

e 


into an impenetrable’ obscurity. 
are refreshingly rewarded by the light 
shed on the chivalric deeds and heroic 


spirit of the Bouchers of the past and 
by the torch of Heraldry. 

When the general use of arms was 
ushered in in the 12th Century, we find 
that the honor of Arms had been a- 
chieved by Bouchers through knightly 
deeds of valor. On the shadowy walis of 
‘nm ancient manor house in Essex 
~ounty, England, is a celebrated paint- 
ing, centuries old, that portrays the 
heroic combat of a Boucher in the day 
of early Crusades. Our Boucher hero is 
depicted at the moment of his victory 
over a vanquished pagan king, for the 
“truth of Christ.” 

The earliest kenglish coat of arms ex- 
hibited a silver field, with a _ scalloped 
cross of red in its center and a bouget 
or bouger in each corner. A bouger sig- 
nified a purse or water bag and this is 
given by some authorities as the derivi- 
ation of the name Boucher. 

The heraldic use of family arms was 
the means of preserving and restoring 
historic truths of that period of the 
world’s history. One writer in comment- 
ing on the general use and application 
says, ‘““‘l'hey were emblazoned every- 
where, on stained glass windows, over 
doors, even on locks, on coaches and on 
liveries.”’ 

The Crusades were the means of the 
marshalling of these who sought the 
honor of Arms. Steeled muscles and 
nerves of iron challenged the devotees 
of evil and error to mortal combat. 


“First came the trumpets at whose 
clang 
So late the forest echoes rang 
On prancing steeds they forward prest 
With scarlet mantel and Azure vest.”’ 
—SCOTT. 


R. Boucher, B. A., writing in the Lon- 
don Genealogist in 1912, states that the 
Bouchers were originally Norman. A 
study of French Heraldry impresses that 
Normandy, France, is the seat of the 
greater number of Bouchers of nobility. 
Keference to the plates of reproduced 
Arnis will support this assertion. In fact 
it would require little added data to 
establish that the name was planted on 
French soil at the tir.e of the landing of 
the Norsemen. From thence to be car- 
ried to England and various French 
states. However, it is evident that the 
name is of typical French construction, 
‘“‘Boucher pour Bouscher,” and was in 
use long before the time of the Crusades. 
Some authorities give the origin and 
significance as bouger, meaning a bag 
or purse, which in persona! application 
referred to one who was rich or a keeper 
of treasury, or a purser. Another cites 
the origin as a butcher or a provender 
of meats or market master, 


We are impressed that our people have 
never sought glory from ancestral lin- 
eage of royalty or the Continental no- 
bility and yet we cannot pass too lightly 
over the fact that the name has been 
borne by illustrious sons, men of genius 
and of world renown, whose descendants 
were caught in the grinding wheels of 
religious wars and oppressions and as 
Huguenots or adherers to the doctrines 
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of the Reformers they were forced into 
seclusion or to flee to a refuge or haven 
where religious tolerance and freedom 
of worship were accorded. It was doubt- 
less that this was the lot of the Bouch- 
ers of Lorraine, who, as_ Protestants, 
sought a haven such as the colony of 
Penn in America afforded. Many of such 
desired that no trace be left behind and 
as it were they “left their native land 
under a cloud’ of their own choice for 
the seclusion and liberty they hoped to 
enjoy in the new home. Thus it was 
that Daniel Boucher came to _ these 
shores ‘‘with the Bible of Luther under 
his arm and the language of Schiller on 


his lips.’’ 

Almanac of the Nobility of 
France, dated 1755, Paris, is quoted: 
“The family of Boucher is very anciently 
kiown in the province of Champaigne. 
Its name is found in several titles of the 
12th Century, notably in two charters 
from the Count Henry I, called the 
Liberal, in favor of the Church of St. 
Etieune of Troyes, dated from the year 
as. * = Ss” 

It appears also among those of the 
lords-—vassals who in 1198 engaged them- 
selves to follow Thibaut, Count of Cham- 
paigne, to the Crusades, an engagement 
which Ducange cites as having been 
registered in the Archives of the cath- 
edral of the same city. 

In the 14th Century, a branch of the 
house of Bouchers was_ established 
in the bailiwick of Sers; it is from it 
that have come the branches fixed later 
in Bourgoyne and in the Berry. Boucher, 
declared noble of race, of name, and of 
arms by all the judgments of possession 
and by different decrees of the court of 
the assistants, this family made its 
proofs of capacity for the order of St. 
John of Jerusalem or of Malta. 

The Order Saint John of Jerusalem 
occupies an important page in history. 
Its origin was at the time that Jerusa- 
lem was still in the hands of the Mo- 
hammedans, A. D. 1048. <A cloister with 
a chapel was founded not far from the 
Holy Tomb and a hospital for the recen- 
tion of pilgrims. ‘The members made 
vows of obedience, chasity and powerty. 
One Geoffrey Boucher was a devout dis- 
ciple of the Order in the 12th Century 
and on May 10, 1202. three of his child- 
ren, Geoffray, Jordian and Margaret, 
signed a release of certain rights and be- 
quests in favor of the Order of the Hos- 
pitalers. 

William Boucher is mentioned among 
the nobility of the 14th Century. His 
son Adrien, esquire, was lord of Montieu, 
Nov. 27, 1377. A grandson, Felix, was 
living in 1401. From him descended 
Bouchers of various names among which 


were Louis, Francois, Georges, Robert, 
Machael and Charies. 
ncois Boucher was a_ celebrated 


painter to Loujs XV of France. “The 
Bath of Diana” is one of the world’s 
masterpieces, a product of this Roucher 
genius, who lived from 1703 to 1770. 
McFall says, ‘‘Boucher’s art holds the 
significance of his age in art and inspi- 
ration and he is coming into his king- 
dom again as the most gracious of 
aia that the world has ever known.” 


Among the treasures of the French 
Court today are the ‘“‘Boucher tapestries” 
of fabulous value. 

John Boucher, 
was born in 158. 

Jean, or John, Boucher, an “BEcclesi- 
gl wrote “Travels in Palestine’? in 

Marin Boucher, born in France in 1589, 
end Gaspard Boucher, were among’ the 
founders of Canada; they arrived in 
Quebec in 1619. 

Pierre Boucher, born in France in 
1622, came to America fn 1659 and was 
the founder of Boucherville, Ontario. He 
died on April 2, 1717, and many are his 
descendants. In his venerable years he 
wrote a book, “The Adieux of Grand- 
father Boucher.” 

Francois, Dean and Denis 


a French theologian, 


Boucher 


were amone the pioneers of Canada in 
the 17th Century. Many are the Bouch- 
ers of their lineage. 

Alexander Boucher, born in 1770. was 
a nch musician of renown. Charles 
IV and Ferdinand VII of Spain were his 


patrons. 
It fs recorded that Dr. John Boucher 
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died in 1644. He was Dean of the Chap- 
ter of Tourney, and was prominent in 
the French Civil Wars. 

Louis Boucher, a French Huguenot, 
naturalized in England, March 20, 1686, 
arrived in Boston in 1690. 

D’Argis Boucher, a Jurist, was born 
in 1708, and was author of several law 
publications in France. 

The first record of the name Boucher 
in American colonial history is that of 
Daniel Boucher, who was a member of 
the Virginia House of Burgess, July 5, 
1653, representing the Isle of Wight. 

Abraham ucher, from Maryland, was 
a soldier of the American Revolution. 
Francois and William Boucher are re- 
corded in the Virginia Archives as 
soldiers of the Revolution. Commodore 
Boucher (perhaps John Thomas) was 
granted a Letter of Marque and hailed 


from Alexandria, Va., in 1776. 

Jehn Boucher was a prominent Irish 
Divine, 1719-1878. 

John Boucher, born 1777, died 1817, 


was a prominent Divine of Oxford. A 
nag of his sermons was published in 


Thus it is evident that an exhaustive 
delineation of the Bouchers of centuries 
ago would disclose a noble past and an 
ancestry rich in valiant deeds on the 
virgin scil from whence our ancestors 
came to this land enriched by the best 
traits of the races from which we spring.

wise know.—To say nothing of the art 
and science of Heraldry!!

—some because I innocently mis- 
judged some supposedly expert au- 
thorities; some because I had not 
studied far enough into the facts;

There is one view of the 
church of St. Pierre, also in Chartres, 
N D (22). 

The cathedral at Rouen is another 
Gothic marvel. It has three distinct 
parts in three different styles. The 
central part is very exquisite, with a 
large central entrance and two smal- 
ler ones. The Tour de Beurre and 
another tower, in different architec- 
tural designs, are on each side. The 
steeple with a marvelous snire, that 
is 156 metres high, is to the rear in 
the center over the altar. Cards of 
this cathedral are N D Photo (4 and 
6) L.L. (4389 b & w, 489 colored, and 
163) and Yvon; and one of the in- 
terior of the choir, L.L. (173). Supra 
has a_ series called “Eglises de 
France.” 

Rouen has other beautiful Gothic 
churches; St. Owen Church, L.L. (47 
and 155), and the Portail des Mar- 
mousets, L.L. (3828); also the Church 
of Saint Maclou, N D (427), L.L. 
(70), and ? (9).

onization, arrived in the Dakotas. 
Such tribes as the Arikaras and the 
Mandans tried to protect themselves 
by building log palisades and digging 
moats around their villages. 

The foundations of a village show- 
ing this transition are being exca- 
vated southwest of Platte, S. Dak., 
in an area soon to be flooded by the 
Fort Randall Reservoir. The transi- 
tion took place shortly before the 
time of earliest contact with White 
traders. 

Other excavations were made by the 
site of the old Whetstone Agency on 
the west side of the Missouri a few 
miles north of Bonesteel, S. Dak. 
That location served as a temporary 
reservation after the signing of a 
treaty with the Brule and Oglala 
bands of Sioux in 1868. The agency 
apparently consisted of log structures 
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and buildings made of cottonwood 
boards and slabs and was surrounded 
by a cedar-log palisade with bastions 
at two corners. The buildings were 
occupied by agency officials and a 
military detachment. Work was also 
done at the site of the original Fort 
Randall, which was built in 1856. The 
latter played an important part in 
the Indian troubles following the 
Santee Sioux uprising of the early 
1860’s in Minnesota. The old Fort 
was torn down in 1870 and a new one 
erected. It was quite elaborate for a 
frontier army post, with several 
brick and stone buildings. 

A large, fortified, earth-lodge vil- 
lage, probably one of the last to sur- 
vive, is being excavated on _ the 
proposed site of the Oahe Reservoir, 
just above Pierre, S. Dak. This has 
been found exceptionally rich in ab- 
original artifacts and has produced 
some trade goods. 


In North Dakota, on the site of the 
Garrison Reservoir, excavations are 
being made on the site of Fort Bert- 
hold, one of the most important of 
all the frontier posts. Here Mandans, 
Hidatsa, and Arikara were brought 
by the army for protection against 
the marauding Sioux. Most of the 
excavations were in the remains of 
the supposed Fort Atkinson, later 
known as Fort Berthold II. It has 
been possible to trace the outlines of 
most of the buildings and of the 
palisades which surround them. The 
details differ considerably from ex- 
tant maps of the Fort, with its ad- 
jacent trading posts and Indian vil- 
lages; most of such maps apparently 
were drawn from memory. 


Another party is excavating re- 
mains of a small village near Bis- 
marck, N. Dak., where there are no 
signs of fortifications and where the 
earth lodges generally were smaller. 
This apparently represents an earlier 
way of life and predates the pressure 
from the westward-pushing Sioux.
